CHANGES HARDLY POSSIBLE} 


President Has Discussed the Terms Fully 
with His Advisers, 


THEY ARE ALL THOROUGHLY AGREED 


Philippines Have Been the Problem, but the Indications 
Are That Spain Will Be Informed America 
Wants Only a Coaling Station in 
That Part of the World. 


Washington, July 28.—The terms which the United States government will 
nd acceptable as a basis of peace are being reduced to form by Secretary Day, 


the president having reached a conclusion on their outlines. These terms were 


the formal subject of interest and discussion today in official circles. 
If the president’s purpose was to secure a free expression of public opinion on 


this subject he has been gratified with the response made through the news- 
papers and in the exhibition of interest by government officials in the complex 
problem now presented. Although it was stated yesterday that no announce. 
ment of the position assumed by the Uniteg States in this matter would be forth- 
coming before it had been formally discussed in the cabinet tomorrow, there 
is the best reason to believe that after the full conferences the president has 
had individually with the members of his cabinet he has already made up his 
own mind, ang that Secretary Day has even now practically reduced to form the 
reply that the United States government will make to the Spanish government's 
overture through Ambassador Cambon. , 

On the main points of the terms of peace the administration’s position was 
go well defined and stated.by the Associateq Press yesterday that there is little 
left to conjecture. 

_About the only point that seems to be open to amendment of an ex- 
tensive character is the disposition of the Philippines. 

While the administration has not failed to take notice of the extent of the 
demand for their acquisition by the Uniteg States, as exhibited in certain sec- 
tions of the country, it can be state@ that the conclusion has been reached to 
abide by the first decision on this point, namely, to relinquish the islands, retaining 
@ coaling station there surrounded by a sufficient zone of land to make it self- 
supporting. 

This decision, it is possfble, though not probable, may be again changed before 
the cabinet disposes of the matter tomorrow, as strong influences are at work to 
induce the president to insist upon the substitution of at least an independent 
government over the Philippines for Spanish rule. If this point shall bq difficult 
of settlement the answer to Spain may not be rendered tomorrow, but may have 


iw 


to wait upon another cabinet meeting next Tuesday. 
Sagasta’s Statement Not Relished. 


There was a display of indignation in official circles today upon the publication 
of what was reported to be a statement from the Spanish premier imputing bad 
faith to the United States in pursuing the war and continuing to make conquests. 
However, this feeling soon wore off, as it became apparent upon reflection that the 
statement was either apocryphal or that if genuine it was simply one in a 
‘series of complex moves on the board of Spanish politics, and was intended for 
purely home consumption. “ 

The report from Madrid) toward tae close of the day that the newspapers 
there had given their approval to the terms of, peace described by the president 
went far toward relieving a certain feeling of discouragement that was mamifested 
at the opening of the day, for it was patent that members of the administration 
apprehended a rejection of the Gemands made upon Spain at the beginning. If, 

however, it shall appear that this Madrid statement is well founded and that 
the Madrid papers fairly. reflect the views of the masses of the Spanish people, 
then jt seems probable that the difficulties that will lie before the administration 
in accomplishing peace’ would be rather internal than external and will be based 
upon the preparation of a treaty that shall secure the ratification of the United 
States senate. It may be pointed out in this connection that if we are really as 
Rear to peace as many people suppose, it wil) become nevessary to issue a call for 
@n extra session of the senate to @:t upon the peace treaty with all of the 
Promptness that the importance of the subject demands, 


Secretary Alger is deeply concerned over the ‘welfare of the gallant 
troops under Shafter’s command, now encamped on the outskirts of 
‘Bantiago. 

The health report shows a surprisingly large number of cases of sickness, but 
army surgeons authorize the statement that these figures are misleading in a cer- 
tain sense, and that the situation may not bé nearly so bad as they would seem 
to indicate.

CERVERA SENDS REPORT HOME. 


Admiral Offiecidily Describes the De- 


struction of His Fleet. 

Washington, July 28.—Admiral Cervera 
has forwarded to the Spanish government 
through the French embassy hig full report 
engagement which re- 
sulted in the annihilation of the Spanish 
fleet. The report is very long, covering 
many pages of the admiral’s own writing, 
and is even a more elaborate treatmerm of 
the great engagement than that of Admi- 
ral Sampson in his report.to the navy de- 
partment. 

Through the vicissitudes of war Admiral 
Cervera’s report, although addressed to 
the Spanish minister of marine, was sub- 
mitted first to the American navy depart- 
ment in order that the precautions might 
be taken usual in communications passing 
between prisoners of war and the enemy’s 
government. The examination made by the 
naval authorities here was solely for pur- 
poses of precaution and care was taken 
not to intrude into the privacy of the doc- 
ument beyond this necessary inspection. It 
was then sent to Ambassador Cambon to 
be forwarded .to the Spanish admiralty. 

The strictest secrecy has been observed 
while the document has been in transit and 
in order to avoid conjectural stories as 
to the contents of the report it can be 
stated that no intimation as to its contents 
has been allowed to escape from the few 
persons through whom it has passed en 
route to the Spanish minister of marine. 

If the Cervera report ever reaches the 
public it will be through the Spanish gov- 
ernment, though it is probable that the 
report is not of -a character likely to be 
made public at Madrid. 


CARTAGENA MAY BE BOMBARDZD 


Italian Admiral Has Been Ordered To 
Throw Shells Into the City. 

New York, July 28.—A dispaten from 
Colon, Colombia, printed here today says: 

The position of the Cerruti matter is now 
extremely serious. Three Italian warships 
are in front of Cartagena, one is here and 
another lying at Buenaventura. 

The Italian minister at Bogota is here on 
board the steamer Atrato, en route for 
Europe. 

The Italian admiral has received orders 
to bombard Cartagena. 

Great Britain and the United States are 
intervening, and the admiral, having repre- 
sented the situation to his government, is 
now awaiting final instructions. 


HUNTING SPANISH GUNBOATS. 


Admiral Dewey Sencs the Raleigh and 
Concord on a Tour. 

New York, July 2..—A cablegram from 
Hong Kong to The Journal says that Ad- 
miral Dewey, at Manila, has dispatched the 
Raleigh and Concord to gather up eleven 
Spanisthh craft, which, according to infor- 
mation sent ‘him by Consul General Wild- 
man, are at various places in the Philippine 
archipelago. 

Among these vessels are three gunboats 
at San Miguel, Luzon island, and four at 
Port Royalist, Palawar island. Four mer- 
chantmen with cargoes of tobacco are re- 
ported at Cagayan, Luzon, 

The same dispatch reports that‘ Enelish 
traders at the coal mines at Batan, Luzon 
island, have been imprisoned and subject- 
ed to ill treatment ofherwise by the Span- 
ijards there.

Scarcity of Beef Cattle in Mexico. 


Mexico City, Mex., July 2.—The scar- 
city of beef cattle here is attributed to the 
large exportation of beef to Cuba, while 
the ports were open and the blockade was 
not complete, and now the farmers are 
holding back their cattle from the local 
markets, expecting high prices in the au- 
tumn, when it is believed the Americans 
will have possession of Cuba. This cic- 
cumstance is ithe cause of the rise in the 
price of meat, which creates much com- 
plaint. Bread has also risen in price ow- 
ing to the lharge exportation recently of 
wheat, but a much Jarger acreage has been 
laid down jn wheat, and hereafter Mexi- 
co witl have an abundance.

STEAMER WAS IN THE WRONG 


Cromartyshire Was Obeylng Rules of 
Navigation In Force 


IT SHOULO HAVE BEEN AVOIDED 


Had the Captain of the Big Liner Been 
on the Ways Provided for Vessels 


and Not Beyond His Speed 
Limit There Would Have 
Been No Loss of Life. 


Halifax, N. S., July 28.—The decision of 


the court of inquiry given here today ex- 
onerates Captain Henderson and the offi- 
cers of the ship Cromertyshire from all 
pilame In the matter of Bourgogne acci- 
dent. The repcrt was made by Captain 
W. H. Smith, of the British royal navy 
reserve. with whom was associateg in the 
investigaticn Captain Biomfleld Douglas, 
R. N. R., and Captain Lewis Anderson, 
nautical assessor. Captain Smith refers 
briefly to the voyage of the Cromartysnire 
up to the n'sht of July 3d, and dwells at 
length on the incidents of the collision as 
described by the master and crew of the 
sailing vessel, and says then: 


“At the time the two ships came into 
collision the concussion was go violent 
and the blow inflicted so heavy that the 
sailing vessel was driven apparently con- 
siderably f10m the course she was head- 
ing, although the number of. points she was 
caused to deviate is not exactly stated, 
but the effect of the blow caused her head- 
way to be stopped and made her unman- 
ageable. The jibroom and bowsprit of the 
Cromartyshire passed over the side of the 
steamer and was broken and torn away 
from the starbuvard side of the salling ship 
with all the gear attaczed and cast over 
the lee side. The foramast“was also brok- 
en and’ came down “{.6m ~alefe-and@- fell 
over the same side of the ship.” The co! 
lision bulkhead remained intact, which 
saved the ship from foundering. The dam- 
age to the vessel sustained was not 
known to those on boarg the sailing ship, 
and could not be, as the evidence shows 
she passed quickly out of sight across the 
bow to starboard. Only one man on 
board the sailing vessel noticed any per- 
Son on the steamer’s deck. This wWas 
Wiliam Healy, the lookout man. He 
says: 

"I saw some people on the steamer’s 
deck forward and two men on the bridge. 
The man shouted out in a foreign  lan- 
guage and I could not tell what he said.’ ”’ 


Sailing Vessel Was Careful. 
Captain Smith's report set forth the 
measures taken on the Cromartyshire to 
discover if there was loss of life on the 
steamship, and special attention igs drawn 
to the international regulations for pre- 


venting collisions at sea, which the report 


Says, ‘‘should have been observed by those 
vessels.’’ There can be no doubt, it is 
said, “that the steamer was supplieq with 
an efficient steam whistle and that it was 


sounded at regular intervals. The officers 
of the sailing ship and most of the crew 
heard it several minutes before the col- 
lision. Proof is also produced that the 
sailing ship had an efficient horn and 
Was using it to regulations. From state- 
ments made by witnesses in this case, 
there is an indication that the gailing 
Ship’s horn was heard on board the 
steamer and was answered by her. 

“With regard to speed of the steamer at 
the time of the collision,”’ the report says, 
“nothing can be absolutely and correctly 
knOwn as to its rate, except from the in- 
ferences drawn from the various state- 
ments made in the evidence. Perhaps her 
speed will never be accurately known. 
From the sudden manner the steamer 
first came in sight upon the short bow of 
her equally quick 
disappearance in the fog immediately af- 
ter the casualty, as shown by the evidence, 
om ee is forced to ro conclusion that 

elteamer was proceeding at a 

rate of speed. . ¥ a 

“Article 2 states that when a steam ves- 
sel and a sailing vessel are proceeding in 
such direction as to involve risk of col- 
sion, the steam vessel shall keep out of 
the way of the salling vessel. For reasons 
unknown to the éourt the steamer did not 
keep clear of the rag i, vessel, 

How the Rules Read. 


“Article 21 says ‘wheréby of these rules 
one of the two vessels is to keep out of the 
way, the other shall keep her course and 
speed.’ The evidence upon this point is of 
a clear and satisfactory character and con- 
clusively proves that the sailing ship under 
the circumstances did keep her course and 
speed according to the provisions of the 
act. The court is of opinion that her mas- 
ter would not have been justified in depart- 
ing from the statutory regulations unless 
he could have she‘tered himself under the 
conditions pointed out in article 21. 

All the necessary duties were performed 
on the sailing ship with proper caution and 
due diligence was sed in her naviga- 
tion by her captain maw ‘the character of 
the fog was taken into. ideration. Cap- 
tain Henderson, of: the Imartyshire, and 
the officers of his ship ure, therefore, ex- 
onerated from blame for the collision and 
its consequences.” 

Captain Smith in his report adds: 

It appears tu me that La Bourgogne, as 
a mall steamship starting from New York, 
was not in the position at the time of the 
collision: as indicated by the steam lanes 
on the pflot chart of the north Atlantic. It 
also appears to mo that it is hiehlv desir- 
able the rules of following the steam lanes 
should be made more binding on all steam- 
ers navigating the Atlantic when plying 
between New York and European ports. 
The court finds that the Bourgogne was 
out of the regulag steamship line course, 
and at the time of the disaster was run- 
ning at unusual speed.” 


The report concludes with the recommen- 
dation that new lane routes be established 
for, fast passenger steamers between 
American and European points.

Violent Pains in His Foot and Face

The Hamburger Nachrichten says: 


“Prince Bismarck’s condftion still gives 
employment to his physicians, but there 
Is no ground for anxiety. The pain from 
which he has been suffering continues, but 
the last two nights have been compars- 
tively gywod. His appetite begins to in- 
crease, and his spirits are good. When 
told yesterday that foreign athletes who 
had taken part in the tturnfest had called 
at the castie to pay their respects, he 
said: “Tell them, JI, myself, have been 
standing on my head for a week.’ ’’ 

London, July 29.—The Berlin correspon- 
dent of The Times says: “In spite of the 
optimistic reports, it seems certain that 
Prince Bismarck’s condition is critical. 
Baron von Grailsheim, the Bavarian min- 
ister, arrived today (Thursday) at Fried- 
richsruhe, but was not permitted to see the 
prince.’’ 


REPORT CAUSES MUCH .ALARM. 


Government Officials Are Disturbed 
Over Shafter’s Bulletins. 


Washington, July 28.—The report of Gen- 
eral Shafter showing that there was a 
total of 3,770 cases of sickness in the army 
in Cuba has given the officials of the war 
department considerable concern, but the 
reports heretofore made that the yellow 
fever cases were of a mild type encour- 
aged the hope that the death rate will be 
small. The large number of fever cases 
reported—2,924—shows that not only yellow 
fever, but typhoid and other’ kinds are 
numerous. 

Surgeon General Sternberg says that it is 
the history of yellow fever that it spreads 
rapidly, and having once got started in the 
camp is sure to infect many soldiers. Speak- 
ing of the other fevers, he said that not 
only in Cuba, but in the camps in the 
United States there had been many cases, 
and it was the history of all new armies 
Uhat fevers, especially typhoid. became 
quite common. This was due to the change 
of climate and mode of life of the new 
soldiers. Even where the water was pure, 
cases would arise. Soldiers bought and 
ate many things not furnished by the com- 
missary, such as milk and other things 
peddled about the camps. Often this food 
caused sickness. Another feature he men- 
tioned was the indifferent care which some 
men took of themselves when they join the 
army. It was ‘his belief that as the army 
became more sexusoned there wound be less 
sickness. 


LETTERS MAY YET REACH HOME. 


Cervera’s Associates So Far Have Not 
Been Allowed To Write to Friends. 


._gVashington,. July 28.—A step taken by 
the ‘postoffice’ department indicates that 
the Spanish prisoners.at Annapolis porsi- 
bly may be permitted to cOmmunicate 
with thelr friends in Spain. 

The letters deposited by prisoners at An- 
napolis were sent to the dead letter office, 
but an inquiry as to what was to be done 
finally with them was referred to the navy 
department. The officials of that depart- 
ment expressed a desire that they should 
be submitted in order to be censored, and 
an order has been issued to the dead letter 
office directing that the letters be sent to 
the bureau of navigation for that purpose. 

What further action will be taken is not 
yet clear and an order looking to the trans- 
mittal of the letters to Spain has yet to be 


issued. 
WRECKERS START FOR SANTIAGO 


Machinery Leaves Norfolk To Be Used 


in Raising the Colon. 

Norfolk, Va., July 2.—The Merritt 
Wrecking Company will send a second 
expedition out from Norfolk late tonight 
or tomorrow morning bound for Santiago 
with a full wrecking outfit to work on the 
Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon, 

This expedition is the outcome of Lieu- 
tenant Hobson’s present trip to the United 
States. The expedition will go on the 
German steamer Senior, which is under 
eharter by the wrecking company. No 
pontoons will be towed down on this trip, 
but will be taken hence later when the 
job is ready for them. 

There are two pontoons here of a lifting 
capacity of 1,000 tons each and the company 
has other pontoons. Others will likely be 
needed in raising such a heavy vessel as

Adula a Lawful Prize. 

Savannah, Ga., July 2.—The British 
steamship Adula, captured off Guantanamoa 
bay by the Marblehead, was today declared 
a lawful prize of war by Judge Emory 
Speer.

The government has received information that the message has been hand- 
ed to President McKinley, who replied that he would consult with his council of 
ministers and requested M. Cambon to come to the white house again to confer 
with him.”

The Times, commenting editorially upon the suggestion of The National Ga- 
gette that the United States has not won a victory signal enough to warrant the 


hard terms they would impose, eays: 

“This suggestion from would-be friends of Spain merely-shows that-the critics 
entirely fail to grasp the military significance of America’s sea power. Only 
by prompt and straightforward dealings with President McKinley can Spain hope 
to prevent the fruition of Americam imperial policy in the Pacific, the advantages 
of which even peace loving, moderate Americans cannot ignore.” 

Continuing, the special says: 

“The government does not conceal that it hesitated for some days to go beyond 
an wnofficial exploration of the Washington administration, because the diplomatic 
agents employed to make the soundings gave conflicting accounts of President 
McKinley's disposition. One represented him as eager to terminate the war on 
moderate conditions; the other, that the most onerous conditions would be im- 
posed, so much so that the Madrid government thought it useless to sue vwflicially. 

“When, however, it was seen that the Amherican war preparations continued.

Hoosier Regiment Starts for Newport

SOUTH CAROLINIANS ARE ORDERED OUT 


Soldiers Are All Now Apprehensive 
That Peace Will Find Them Far 
Away from the Front. 


Chickamauga National Military ‘Park, 
Ga., July 28.—The weather at Camp Thom- 
as today was in contrast with that of the 
past four days. The stn shone brightly 
and there was no rain except a heavy 
ehower in the afternoon. The regiments 
throughout the park resumed drill work 
the fields were alive with marching 
biue coats in the afternoon, giving to Camp 
Thomas a very military aspect in compari- 
son to the events during the four days of 
continuous rain. 

The One Hundred and Sixtieth Indiana, 
commanded by Colonel Gunder, was the 
oniy regiment that left Camp Thomas to- 
At daybreak this regiment had ail its ef- 
fects loaded on the wagons and was 
marching toward Roseville, where at 7 
o'clock a. m, the equipments of the regi- 
ment were being loaded on trains. Colonel 
Gunder’s regiment would have left Ross- 
ville for Newport News ear _y in the day, 
but for the delay of the railroad companies 
in getting all the cars in position. It was 
4:15 p. m. when the iast of six sections 
pulled out, carrying the Indiana regiment 
to its destination, 

During the forenoon the First South 
Carolina, by some mistake. received an 
order which was construed to mean that 
this regiment was to leave for Newport 
News immediately. There was enthusiasm 
in the regiment until later-in the day, when 
an order came correcting the former order 
and directing the regiment to strike tents 
and pack up in time to leave camp at 5 
o’olock tomorrow. At this hour the regi- 
ment will start on the march for Ross- 
ville, whence it will take trains for Jack- 
sonville to report to Major General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, commanding the Seventh corps. 


Fear They Won’t Get to the Front. 


At present no other regiments are under 
orders to proceed to the front and there is 
a general feeling of apprehension among 
the regiments that they will never be or- 
dered to the front, owing to peace negotia- 
tions. There is doubtiers not a soldier 
among the 45.900 volunteers at this camp 
who does not have an earnest desire to go 
to the front and make a record in battle. 
This spirit has been manifest all along anJ 
the eagerness of the men has bred a rest- 
lessness that is especially manifest at this 
time. 

Uniess there is a change in the plan of 
the First corps, owing to peace negotia- 
tions, it is expected that another DdDrigade 
will get out from Camp Thomas within 
two or three days. 

The disappointment of the Fifth Illinois 
at being turned back yesterday after it 
had marched to Rossville has so dishearten- 
ed many of the men that they have no 
further ambition for military life. Colonel 
Culver dentes any responsibility whatever 
for the orders calling the men back to 
camp and claims that he was anxious to 
go with the regiment to Porto Rico. 
Having twice been shifted from brigades 
that were ordered to the front, the Fifth 
Illinois naturally feels great!y irritated, and 
although they were much more tractable 
today, they were by no means placated. 

There were no important general orders 
issued from General Wade's headquarters 
today. There was an order appointing a 
general courtmartial board and another 
order appointing a board of survey to in- 
vestigate and fix the responsibility for a 
shortage in certain articles of clothing in 
the depot at Lytle. 


No Ordnance Stores Come. 

No ordnance stores have been received 
for two days. There is now no longer the 
necessity for such jarge shipments of 
equipage, since the regiments are practical- 
ly all provided with their full quota of 
equipments.

WANTS THE FLEET WITHDRAWN 


Colombia Willing To Pay Cerruti 
Claim if Warships Go Away. 


Wiashington, July 2.—The demand of 
Italy upon Colombia for the settlement of 
the Cerruti claim has not yet been com- 
Pled with, and although some progress 
has been made toward an «adjustment, 
there is still a possibility that the case 
May assume a grave aspect through ac- 
tion ‘by the Italian fleet sent to demand a 
ettlement, 

Some days ago Colombia made an offer 
to settle the claim if the fleet left Colom- 
biam waters, thus relieving the republic 
from ‘the humiliation of acting under pres- 
Sure. But it is understood that the Italian 
government pointed out that Colombia had 
been informed of the proposed aprr‘val of 
the squadron at Cartagena, and ‘therefore 
had time for the execution of the award 
amd thus to eliminate the appearance of 
coercion. It appears, however, that the 
instructions to the Italian admiral gave 
him the discretion as to ‘he mode of pro- 
ceeding, and allowed him to give due 
courtesy to Colombia § -schould time be 
asked. For that reason !t is understood 
the admiral fixed a period of twenty days 
within which the claim should be paid. 
Whether this is an ultimatum its not clear, 
but in view of Ttaly’s position, the action 
of the admiral appeans to be very near, if 
not quite, an ultimatum to Colombia. 

There has been much @fficulty in learn- 
ing the exact course of the admiral owing 
to the bad cable service, and the Italian 
government for a long time was unaware 
whether the admiral had submitted his 
origina] demand for speedy payment,

TROOPS LEAVE NEWPORT NEWS. 


Transports Get Away with Haines’s 
Brigade for Porta Rica. 
Newport News, Va., July °38.—With the 
exception of the Fourth Ohio regiment, the 
Secong brigade of the First army corps, 
in commang of Brigadier General Ha‘nes, 
sailed for Porto Rico this afternoon at 
8 o'clock. General Haines and his staff 
and the Fourth Ohio regiment are on the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, and it is not 
likely that this ship wll leave Old Point 
before daylight tomorrow, as there is yet 
a large quantity of supplies to be loaded on 
the cruiser.

LAYING A CABLE TO HAWAIL 


Contract Has Been Let and the Work 
Will Soon Be Accomplished. 

San Francisco, July 28.—The Evening 
Post, in an ar.icle published today, says 
that the United States will soon be con- 
nected by cable with her newly acquired 
Pacific possessions, and the cable will con- 
nect the United States from this city with 
Hawali, the Ladrones, the Philippines and 
Hong Kong. The paper says that most of 
the surveys have been made. 

The contract for the laying of the cable 
has already been let, Tne Post says, and 
according to the terms of the contract, the 
work must be completed within six months. 
The price to be paid is stated to be 
$10,000,000. 

On July 2th the executive counsel of the 
Hawaiian government signed a contract 
with the Pacific Cable Company to lay a 
cable between the United States and 
Hawaii and Japan, China and the Philip- 
pine islands, the contract being for a period 
of twenty years. The Pacific Cable Com- 
pany, according to The Post, is capitalized 
for 100,000,000. James A. Scrymser is pres- 
ident and Edmund L, Bailies is vice presi- 
dent. The other directors are Admiral 
John R. Irvine, J, Pierpont Morgan and J. 
Kennedy Tod. General Swain, of New 
York, is the legal representative of the 
company. The company has been operating 
very quietly with the co-operation of this 
government and Hawali pending the an- 
nexation proceedings.

Commanding Officers of All Warships 
Engaged in the Fight Make Offi- 
cial Reports to Admiral. 


Washington, July 2%.—The navy depart- 
ment has made public the reports of Cap- 
tain Cook, of the Brooklyn; Lieutenant 
Usher, commanding the Ericsson, and 
Captain Cotton, of the Harvard, giving 
their stories of the destruction of Cer- 
yera’s fleet. The full text of these docu- 
ments follows: 

“ITnited States Flagship Brooklyn, First 
Rate, at Anchor, Guantanamo Bay, July 
7, 1898.—Sir: 1. At 9 a. m, July 3d I gave 
orders and arrangements were made for 
general muster at 9:30 a. m. At 9:30 a, m. 
the enemy were td@legraphed by the Iowa 
as coming out. At the same time they 
were discovered by the quartermaster on 
watch, N. Anderson, of this ship, and re- 
ported to the officer of the deck. The 
executive officer, Lieutenant Commander 
Mason, who was on deck about to execute 
the order for genera] muster, immediately 
gave the order ‘clear ship for action and 
general quarters.” Signal was made at the 
same time ‘enemy coming out, action.’ I 
went immediately forward, stood for the 
enemy and gave orders to get steam on all 
boilers. We started with steam on three 
boilers at about 12 knots speed. 

"2 The head of the Spanish squadron 
in column was just outside the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago, heading about 
southwest. The Spanish squadron consist- 
ed of the Maria Teresa (flagship), Vizcaya, 
Oquendo and Colon, and two torpedo boat 
destroyers. We opened fire on the leading 
ship in five minutes from the discovery. 

“3. The port battery was first engaged 
as we stood with port helm to head off 
the leading ship, and giving them a raking 
fire at about 1,500 yards range. The enemy 
turned to the westward to close into the 
land. We then wore around to starboard, 
bringing the starboard battery into action. 
a. enemy hugged the shore to the west- 
ward. 


Brooklyn Led the Chase. 

“4. The Brooklyn leading, was followed 
by the Texas, Iowa, Oregon, Indiana and 
Gloucester. The Vixen, which had been 
to the westward of us on the blockade, 
ran to the southward and eastward of 
us and kept for some time off our portsi 
distant about 1,000 yards, evidently intefid- 
ing to guard after a torpedo attack pon 
this ship.

“United States Ship Harvard, at Sea off 
Attares, Cuba, July 4, 1898.—Sir: 1. On Sun- 
day, the 3d instant, the Harvard, under 
my commiand, was at Altares, Cuba, dis- 
charging the military stores brought in 
the ship with the troops from Newport 
News, Va. Near:y all the boats and the 
majonity of the officers oof the ship 
were employed in ‘tthis work.

“2 I had previously observed that the 
fleet was firing, but supposed that it was 
a bombardment of tthe Morro and the 
neighboring batteries. The ships of the 
fleet had meantime disappeared to the 
westmard, none being in sight when I 
came out from behind tthe land where I 
could command an uninterrupted view of 
the coast west of Morro. 

“4 I soon came up wit the wrecks on 
shore of the 'two smaller vessels and two 
of the cruisers of the Spanish fleet, and 
shortly afterward with the wreck of @ 
third cruiser, all of the cruisers burning 
fiercely.

I would rescue 'them—a request with which 
I, of course, instantly compked, and which 
would have been unnecessary hiad I pre- 
viously known the circufmstances concern- 
ing them. 

Went Near the Wrecks. 


“g J took the Harvard im as near the 
wrecks as I deemed to be prudent, and at 
4:40 p. m. lowered nine of our boats and 
sent them into shore to rescue the sur- 
vivors, This work continued until 9:45 p. 
m., when the last boat load of Spanish 
prisoners came alongside. 
greater part of the time the steam cutter 
of the Indiana rendered valuable assistance 
in towing our boats to and from the shore. 
We had the good fortune to rescue thirty- 
five officers and 637 men without accident to 
them or to our boats, notwithstanding the 
fact that the landing was throug the surf 
and dangerous, as well as well as from/the 
tncessant explosion of ammunition, both 
small and large.

DEFENSE OF THE INSURGENTS 


Newspaper Correspondent Protests 
Against Denunciation of Cubans. 


SAYS THEY HAVE DONE GOOD SERVICE 


Shows Where There Was Too Much 
Expected of the Wornout Sol- 
diers of Garcia. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

The evident effort of some people to be- 
little the work done by the Cubans and to 
besmirch the character of the men who, as 
members of Garcia’s army, have been en- 
saged for so long in struggling for their 
liberty, undoubtedly finds inspiration in the 
Same quarter where the recognition of the 
Cuban republic found itg most bitter eppe- 
sition, 

The real facts concerning the Cubans can- 
not, however, be kept from the public. All 
the best testimony—the testimony of men 
who are in the position to know whereof 
they speak—is that the Cubans are valiant, 
honest and honorable; that they fought 
well, even if some of them did not want 
to engage in the work of building roads; 
that they were of much aid@ in the earlier 
movements, even if overshadowed when 
the main operations began by the much 
greater numbers of the American army; 
that they are honest and earnest in their 
desire for freedom, even if they cannot ex- 
actly understand why it is that the Spanish 
officials who drove them from their homes 
should be retained in control of things in 
Santiago. 

General Shafter, in his letter to Garcia, 
pays proper tribute to the valor of the 
Cubans and the good service they rendered 
the American army Similar testimony is 
borne by other officers im high command; 
but there is a tendency on the par} of some 
of the minor officers who saw only the 
fighting after the main army landed to crit- 
icize ana belittle the Cubans. One of these 
is a Captain Dowdy, who has had himself 
interviewed in the newspapers here, 
declares, in effect, that the Cubans were 
no good. 

Correspondent Pepper’s Views. 


In contradistinction to his views are those 
of Charles M. Pepper, the special corre- 
spondent of The Washington Star, who is 
just back from Cuba, where he has been 
for months. Mr. Pepper has had the best 
of opportunities for knowing the work done 
by the Cubans and studying the Cuban 
character. In an interview published today 
he says: 

“There seems a disposition now to ques- 
tion the effectiveness of the Cubans as al- 
lies, and to predict that when the. Spanish 
forces have evacuated Santiago the next 


business of the American army of occupa- * 


tion will be to ‘settle’ the insurgents. It 
might be well to await the full statement 
of the misunderstanding between General 
Garcia and General Shafter before drawing 
conclusions of a permanent split. There 
have been misunderstandings between the 
army and navy, and sometimes misunder- 
standings between the commanders in the 
field ana the authorities in Washington, 
but these were cleared up without serious 
consequences. Twenty thousand American 
soldiers were engaged in the operations be- 
fore Santiago. The Cubans numbered 4,000, 
yet it was assumed by many that they 
would show up as conspicuously as our 
own troops. Garcia was blamed for :ct- 
ting General Pando get into the city with 
5,000 Spanish re-enforcements, but whey it 
subsequently appeared that neither Pando 
nor the re-enforcements were there nothing 
was said. Gilly inventions and idle boast- 
ings about Cubans massacreing Spanish 
prisoners were commented on without in- 
vestigation, and when General Shafter, 
after investigation, discredited them, noth- 
ing more ‘was said. These are not vital 
matters, but in forming a judgment of the 
present situation they aré worth remember- 
ing. The Cubans offered as allies to the 
American army the men who had for three 
years been engaged in & pbushwhacking 
guerrilla warfare. The mass of them pre- 
sented themselves at Daiquiri and Siboney 
barefooted and in their shirt tails, and 
most of their shirts were ribbons of rags. 
They were greedy for the rations issued, 
and in two weeks they did not succeed in 
satisfying a three years’ hunger. The 
American soldiers were also hungry during 
several days, but they knew nothing of the 
‘tomorrow’ habit, and they never thought 
of putting off the fighting till their stom- 
achs re full. 

6 Rg under the instructions that 
had been given, were not placed in the 
vanguard in taking the blockhouses and 
forts, and it 1s unquestioably true that 
they did not share to an appreciable ex- 
tent in those assaults, It was a method 
of fighting of which they had no concep- 
tion, but this was not surprising. The for- 
eign military attaches who watched the 
two days’ battles were frank in their own 
expressions of opinion whether trained 
European soldiers could have been led or 
driven against fortified position when the 
artillery had failed as it did in those in- 
stances, and the American troops took 
the intrenchments by common impulse 
without being either led or driven. As 
to whether the Cuban troops failed in any- 
thing that was expected of them or in any 
duty assigned to them, the American com- 
manders are competent judges. General 
Lawton, to whose division most of them 
were attached, ang General Shafter in 
their official reports can be trusted to do 
justice to their allies. 


Garcia Made Good Impression. 


‘“Hlowever, the part the Cuban troops 
had in the Santiago campaign is of lesser 
importance now than the part they are 
to have in the future government of the 
city. I do not believe that the Cubans, 
who for three years kept up the fight 
against the Spanish troops in the bushes 
and in the mountains at such tremendous 
sacrifices, will ever be a cause of trouble to 
the United States. It is because of their 
endurance that the flag of Spa'n is today 
disappearing from the West Indies. That 
the superior force of the United States has 
been necessary to cause its disappearance 
does not change the conditions. The pres- 
ent trouble is not due to the Cubans who 
have been fighting for three years. It 
seems to be fermented by those who, dur- 
ing that time, were in the United States. 
Some of them went back under the wing 
of the American army, and they were 
becoming pretty numerous. Most of them 
are bad advisers and mischief makers, It 
is unfortunate that some of them seem 
to have ingratiateq themselves into Gen- 
eral Garcia’s confidence. When before the 
landing of the troops General Shafter went 
ashore ang conferred with Garcia, the im- 
pression made by the Cuban general on 
the American officers was an excellent 
one. ™ 

“They ali eulogized him asa. soldier and 
praised him for his clear understanding of 
the situation. At that time the conditions 
which should prevail when Santiago was 
taken were under discussion. None of the 
American commanders nad any idea except 
that of a miiltary government, and the 
estimate of two requirements was then 
made. With meng maga er ern: Casey: in 
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Spain and the United states were at war 
any portion of territory taken by Ameri- 
can troops would be .urned over to the 
Cubans. The talk about the co-operation 
of the Cubans, nevertheless, was specific 
and definite, and they may have taken 
some things for granted which General 
Shafter did not suppose they -ould under- 
stand. In the conditions which obtained 
at Santiago it was better that no Cuban 
troops should enter the city until the Span- 
ish soldiers had been embarked. This was 
a tempdrary condition, and though Gcneral 
Garcia’s susceptibilities might have been 
wounded by it, his good sense would prob- 
ably have prevented complaint if he had 
been left to himself, The presence with 
his command of some recent arrivals from 
New York explains his grievance, thcugh 
it does not justify his course. On the oth- 
er hand, the Cubans were emtitled in ad- 
vance to an explanation of what military 
government meant. General Wood has 
been emptying the jails and prisons of po- 
litical prisoners who were foumd there, im- 
prisoned under Spanish judicial processes 
without trial and without recourse. The 
Cubans may be pardoned if they failed to 
understand even the :temporary  contin- 
uance of the Spanish judicial officers who 
were responsible for their imprisonment. 
Their co-operation with such officers could 
hardly be hearty and their acceptance un- 
der implied penalty of future visbarment 
in civil government if they refused would 
mot: be valuable. There are probiems 
enough in the future control of Cuba. 
Their solution will mot be aided by depen- 
dence on a remnant of Spanish officialism 
which was part of a rotten system. The 
Cubans, on their part, in dealing with the 
United States cannot afford to let meddlers 
who thave not shared im their struggle for 
freedom influence their course.” 

Mr. Pepper’s statement of the situation is 
given added value by the character of the 
man making jit. He is a close student of 
character, a man of sterling integrity and 
undoubted substantiality, and what ke says 
is valuable. The Cubans doubtless have 
not been impressed by General Shafter’s 
diplomatic methods any more than have 
the authorities here in Washington, and 
the natural conditions have been aggra- 
vated in consequence, | 

The Cubans are all right. They may not 
have met the dilletante expectations of 
Ridhard Harding Davis, but it must be 
remembered that our own army does not 
do that. We have to bear in mind that 
the Cubans are Latins and must be dealt 
with as such. We Know very little about 
Uhem as yet. We cannot help appreciating 
their feelings of surprise when they see 
the Spanish officials retamed in control of 
the affairs at Santiago amd their doubts 
of the good faith of this government are 
natural. We have no more right, however, 
to misjudge them and declare them in- 
capable of maintaining a stable govern- 
ment because they are ragged and thungry 
now than they have to doubt the good 
faith of this government toward them be- 
cause the exigencies of the situation make 
it expedient to retain their «enemies and 
oppressors in power over them. Unless the 
crowd that is anxious to control the gov- 
ernment of Cuba for purposes of their own 
—the ‘‘good thing’’ crowd that has access 
to the white thouse by the back stairway— 
is able to control things, as they are try- 
ing to do, the present misunderstanding 
between the Cubans and our authorities 
will be straigntened out in good time. As 
Mr. Pepper says, it is the Cubams who 
have made possible the expulsion of the 
Spaniards from this hemisphere, and they 
deserve the liberty toward which they have 
contributed their best efforts. 


BCUGHT VALUABLE COAL LAND. 


Alabama Mining Company Enlarging 
Its Scope. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 28.—(Special.)—The 
Pioneer Mining and. Manufacturing 'Com- 
pany, one of the strong furnace companies 
of this district, owWhers and operators of 
a large furnace plant at ‘Thomas, Ala., 
three miles from the city, and also opera- 
tors of large batteries of coke ovens, inave 
just completetd the purchase of a large tract 
of coal lands located above north Birming- 
ham, three miles and a half from their 
works, and within twenty days will have 
let the contract for the construction of a 
railroad trom their furnaces to Uhe coal 
lands. The company wiil begin tne opening 
of a new mine on the property, which wiil 
be a slope with two tracks down it, and 
the Pratt and New Castile seams of coual 
Will be worked. ‘Ihe daily output of the 
new mine will be 2,000 tons, and the com- 
pany will go on the market with its coal 
immediately and iater on uSe a greater 
part of the output. The railroad to be 
built will be standard guage, with heavy 
raiis, and connections and switches to the 
Southern railway and other large systems 
in the district. Lhe purchase ot the prop- 
erty and the building of the railroad line, 
which will be three miles and a half in 
length, mean an expenditure of nearly 
$100,000. Other improvements will be made 
by the company in the near future, in- 
cluding the blowing in of their second fur- 
nace, one now making considerable iron, 
which is finding a ready sale. The Pioneer 
Mining and Manufacturing Company is 
headed by Mr. Samuel ‘Iihomas & Sons, of 
Pennsylvania, and Mr. kdwin ‘chomas is 
now nere looking over the properties ot 
the company ana watching the deals that 
are being made. 


Was a Prisoner at Camp Chase. 


Columbus, O., July 28.—(Special.)--W. O. 
Connor, superintendent of the School for 
the Deaf at Cave Spring, Ga., who- is 
here attending the international convention 
of educators of the deaf, said today that 
thirty-seven years ago he Was here as a 
prisoner of war at Camp Chase, 

‘“T was one of the sixteen who refused 
to take the oath of allegiance,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Connor, “and we expected to be shot 
for it. I was made cook of our mess of 
twenty prisoners and put in my spare 
time making crochet needles, toothpickes, 
ete., from meat bones which I sold to 
guards and visitors, an din this way I 
managed to pick up from 75 cents to $l 
a day while I was kept here,”

SAMPSON’S FRIGID STYLE 


Gave Schley No Praise for the Good 
Work He Did 


IN SINKING THOSE SPANISH SHIPS 


There Is Jealousy of Schley in the 
Naval Clique at Washington That 
Works Him Injury.

Washington, July 28.—The tendency in 
Washington, after careful reading of the 
reports of Sampson, Schiey and the cap- 
tains commanding the ships that engaged 
in the memorable battle of the 3rd of 
July, off Santiago, is to emphasize the pop- 
ular verdict which makes Schley the hero. 

The Sampson report is regarded as the 
cold, frigid summing up of the cold, frigid 
man seeking to take to himself all the 
glory and extend none of it elsewhere. 
The Schley report is, on the contrary, full 
of praise of individual commanders and 
individual officers whose ‘achievements came 
under his notice, without fear that what- 
ever of credit for the “victory big enough 
for us ali” belongs to the writer will be 
withheld from him. 

Sampson studiously avoids giving Schley 
credit; Schley specifically extends his con- 
gratulations to the admiral commanding, 
for the victory of the fleet under this com- 

mand. Sampvon injetts the suggestion 
that if the other ships had not been able 
to capture or destroy the ships of the ene- 
his flagship would have been on hand 
in time. He says when he discovered that 
the Spaniards were coming out, he hoisted 
from his flagship the signal to close in. 
He does not say that before that was done, 
the ships had already closed in and had be- 
gun the deadly work from which he, by 
the irony of circumstances, was excluded, 
and that ‘hig ‘“‘close in’”’ signal was seen by 
nohody, 

It is, however, the spirit which seems to 
breath through his report more than the 
words he uses—the sins of omission 
rather than those of commission—which 
have called forth the criticism of the pub- 
lic. Of Sampson's technical command of 
the fleet there can be no doubt; no more 
can there be doubt of his studious care to 
keep from Commodore Schley the credit 
which the public believes belongs to him. 

If there were needed anything to show 
the existence of that nava] clique which 
is believed to have control of affairs up 
there in the big building, these reports 
would furnish the missing link of evidence. 
Certain of the captains seem to go out of 
their way to play to Sampson, undoubtedly 
because they know that is good policy. 
Sampson was put in command of the At- 
lantic fleet by this naval clique, and the 
tendency to stand in with the powers that 
be is strong in every man’s breast. At 
least, some of the men in the navy are not 
impervious to it. ‘‘Blustering’’ Bob Evans 
is one of these and there are others. That 
Story of the meeting between Evans and 
Schley is characteristic of the two men. 
Svans is a great talker, but Schley is not 
a man who boasts. Evans went aboard 
the Brooklyn after the engagement and 
began boasting of the Iowa doing this and 
the Iowa doing that, all as if there were 
nobody else in tihe fight. He was about to 
claim that the lowa had done all that had 
been done when Schley quietly remarked 
that he was sorry the Brooklyn, his flag- 
ship, had not been in it at all; that she 
had not fired a shot. 

Evans could not ‘help seeing the sarcasm, 
and shut up. If there was one ship 
strictly in that fight it was the Brooklyn, 
against which the Spanish attack was 
aimed and whose batteries did such deadly 
work, 

Schley may be kept in the background by 
the naval clique, but the people are with 
him. I say “may” be kept in the back- 
ground; it would be more correct to say 
‘“‘will’’ be kept in the background, for 
there is absolutely no doubt of the inten- 
tion of this administration, through its 
naval officials, keéping him there. In the 
expressive language of one who js in the 
highest of places and who knows, they are 
going to ‘‘do’’ him. There is a strong con- 
viction ‘there in Washington that there is 
something more than naval jealousy in 
it—that there is some politics. Schley 
comes from a democratic family. If it 
should develop that this is the ‘nigger in 
the wood pile,’’ it is likely to give the ad- 
ministration a good deal of trouble. A re- 
publican senator, who has no very great 
love for the faction now in control of his 
party, expressed the feeling below the sur- 
face there today when he said: “If those 
fellows keep this thing up, they may make 
Schley president. Stranger things have 


happened.”

CAN ASSIGN BEFORE GETTING. 


Treasury Department Will Issue a Pa- 
per to Bond Purchasers. 


Washington, July 28.—The treasury de- 
partment today issued the following state- 
ment authorizing the assignment of the 
new bonds: 

In order to save vexatious embarrass- 
ment to larger subscribers to the war loan 
bonds—meaning bv this subscribers for 
more than $500—the department has ar- 
ranged to récoghize transfers of notices of 
allotments, so that, persons receiving no- 
aice of the amount allotted to them will 
be in position to realize on them in case of 
necessity; substantially as readily as if 
they were in possession of bonds allotted to 
them. This has seemed to be the duty of 
the treasury department. in view of the 
unavoidable delay in placing the actual 
bonds in the hands of the larger subscribers. 
The energies of the department are now 
directed to shipping bonds to small sub- 
scribers.. under the 'general theory of the 
law that the small subscribers should re- 
ceive the first consideration. 

While making the allotment notice as- 
signable as provided will not be as. con- 
venient to the larger subscribers as would 
a more prompt delivery of the bonds, it is 
believed the arrangement will fairly meet 
the needs of those who for various reasons 
cannot ;await the actual delivery of tne 
gms é forms of assignment and transfer 
have been furnished to the sub-treasuries 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Chicago. Cincinnati. St. Louis, San 
Francisco and New Orleans, where apviica- 
fion can be made by those interested and 
fuller particulars obtained.

Captain “Natural” Miller, of Lotis- 
ville, Passes Away. 


KNOWN WELL BY TRAVELERS 


Blood Poison Causes His Health To 
Give Way and the End Comes 
at Last. 


Louisville, Ky., July 28.—News was re 
ceived here yesterday annoumcing the death 
of Captain G. W. Miller, the veteran 
steamboatman, at Scranton, Miss. 

Captain ‘Natural’ Miller, as the was best 
known, was the oldest and probably the 
widest known river man in the coumtry. 
He had made Louisville his home for 
over seventy years, Captain Miller was 
born im Pennsylvania in 1810 and came 
this city when a mere boy. His second 
wife was Captain Mary Miller, the first 
woman ever granted a license to pilot @ 
steamboat. 

Captain ‘‘Natural”’ Miller received his 
nickname years ago through his river as- 
sociates, because he persistently insisted 
that he was a natural pilot.

It is curious ‘how Burope refuses to 
look beyond ts own precedents, and 
pretensions in this. The powers have 
become so used to settling their own 
neighborhood quarrels by holding in- 
quests over one another, and providing 


for the balance of power, that they can-' 


not be made to understand that a new 
power, not amenable to their precedents 
and ‘wholly tareless of their preten- 
sions. Greece, and Turkey, and Crete 
were dealt with by Europe because they 
are where they are and what they are. 
The United States will deal with their 
own affairs in the way that seems to 
them best, and in no other way what- 
ever, hecause they are the United States 
of America.

The Public Expenditures. 

In a letter printed elsewhere from 
Hon. George Hillver, the question of 
public expenditures is discussed in a 
way which must draw attention to the 
subject. 

Colonel Hillyer cites the case of a 
poor man who saves up money to buy 
a $2,000 lot upon which he builds a 
$3,000 house, Upon this invested $5,000 
he is called upon to pay a percentage in 
the shape of tax to support the city 
government. In the stringeney which 
follows, this taxpayer finds one-half the 
value of his property swept away, and 
at the same time the public burden 
which he is to bear has been increased 
Rents have suffered a 50 per cent dimi- 
nution; the profits of merehants ard 
manufacturers have been largely cut off; 
the wages of men in all the ereat indus- 
trial pursuits have been subject to cuts 
of 10 and 20 and even 30 per cent, ond 
yet in the face of this general and uni- 
versal shortening of income, she public 
requirements are not only maintained in 
all their fullness, but have been large- 
ly increased. 

In a recent meeting of the county 
commissioners, ex-President leather- 
stone’s address to his colleagues dwelt 
largely upon this subject, in discussing 
what is the relation of the county com- 
missioner toward the people. This part 
of Judge Featherstone’s address becomes 
thoroughly applicable to city affairs by 
the substitution of the word ‘“council- 
man” for “commissioner.” 

In the covrse of his address Judge 
Featherstone shows that these who 
draw their support from the public 
purse are banded together by communi- 
ty of interest, and that the taxpayers 
are seattered, with no common bond 
of coming together and with no union 
of resources. “In this antagonism be- 
tween taxpayers and consumers,” Judge 
Featherstone went on to say, “the 
board of county commissioners are on 
the side of and represent the taxpay- 
ers.” This truth, so well and s50 
strongly stated, is one wh:xh is not at 
all times understood by either county 
commissioners or city councilmen. “All 
other county officers,” continued Judge 
Featherstone, “are more or less taxcon- 
sumers, getting their livings in part, 
at least, out of the county treasury. 
Their claims and accounts are to be 
audited and passed upon by the coun- 
ty board. These county officers are, as 
a class, as honest and honorable as 
other classes of men, perhaps more so, In 
enterprising and intellectual resources 
they surpass most other classes. Their 
natural and perpetual effort and aim is 
to get from the county treasury all that 
they may be entitled to, either under 
the law, or where the law may be de- 
ficient, then under the rules of ‘equity,’ 
as interpreted by them,” and said he, 
dryly, “‘all doubts as to either are re- 
solved in their own favor. They occupy 
their offices during long periods, be- 
coming, with experience, more and more 
expert in their duties and leafning each 
year to add someihing more to their 
just allowances from the county treas- 
ury.”’ | 

From all of this Judge Featherstone 
argued that it was necessary for some- 
body to represent the people who pay 
the taxes as against those people who 
merely consume the taxes. The burdens 
placed upon the shoulders of the peo- 
ple should not increase with their in- 
ability to meet them, but should fol- 
low their ability to pay. That rule which 
in private life compels families and 
business corporations to trim their sails 
within their income is as good for cit- 
tes, for counties and for states as it is 
for private prudence. Concluding his 
remarks on this subject, Judge Feather- 
stone said very aptly: ‘Another great 
advantage of the county officer over the 
county commissioner is that the one is 
working to put money into his own 
pocket, while the other is guarding not 
his own but the public money.” 

The people of Atlanta, like the people 
all over the United States, have suffered 
from the long-continued depression in 
business, as indiicated by Colonel Hill- 
yer, and as will be indorsed by all prop- 
erty owners in the city. Real estate 
has fallen off lamentably in value; rents 
have depreciated beyond all precedent; 
and still the necessities of the people are 
so pinched that they claim that the ex- 
isting rents are even yet too high. Un- 
der such circumstances it is nothing 
but common justice and common sense 
that the public expenditures should be 
subject to the same influences which 
govern private expenditures: and that 
expenditure which was considered legit- 
imate when property found ready sale 
and was at high value, becomes op- 


pressive and unjust when: values have 
wept away and when people form-| suits. 
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erly well-to-do, are living from hand 


to mouth. There ig no use of mincing 
words about this matter. ,; Any man 
who wishes to test the question has only 
to make a house-to-house canvass to 
find that during the past five years re- 
trendhment has worked its worst in At- 
lanta as well as els@where. Certainly 
the servants of the people should en- 
joy no immunity which does not belong 
to the people themselves, and in their 
hour of pecuniary distress they have a 
right to demand that the calls upon 
their purse shall be reduced to a com- 
parison with their means. All efforts 
therefore, to muddy the issue, to inject 
into it personal features, or to turn it 
away into the discussion of outside and 
extraneous issues, is but in the interest 
of extravagance, artfully intended to 
hurt the cause of retrenchment and re- 
form, and intended to keep up that 
form of expenditure which, in our re- 
stricted resources, has become exces- 
sive and burdensome. 

The people have a right to a jower 
rate of taxation, in keeping with their 
reduced incomes and the depreciation of 
Uaeir property values. 


Another Fabrication. 

We thave frequently called attention 
to the fact that during the present war 
the public has been made the victim of 
the imagination of some of the met- 
ropolitan newspapers. That these 
newspapers are themselves victimized 
we have no doubt. It its incredible that 
a New York editor should invent things 
and place them in its news columns, 

Nevertheless, invention has deliber- 
ately set itself to work to defame the 
Cubans. It was said they wouldn't 
fight; army officers say they did fight. 
It was declared that Garcia and his 
men allowed General Pando to re-en- 
force Santiago; but Santiago was not 
re-enforced.

And it will be measurably successful. 
Thousands who read the original in- 
vention will never see the correction, 
and all these thousands will ask them- 
selves if those who could be guilty of

The gravity of the charge shows that 
the invention was not lightly but de- 
liberately made, On the surface, it 
was merely the casual description of 
a conflict between the Cubans send the

If a precedent ig needed, why not find it 
with its justification in the Franco-Mexican 
affair in the sixties. 


In 1861 Engiand, France and Spain de- 
cided to collect certain claims held by some 
of their citizens against the Mexican gov- 
ernment and a few individuals living in 
Mexico. | 

At that time the United States govern- 
ment was engaged in its effort to smash 
the southern confederacy, and it was una- 
ble to take care of its outside interests. 

The Spanish, French and English repre- 
sentatives met in London and agreed that 
each of the three nations should furnish 
an equal naval force, and that the number 
of troops should be reguiated according to 
the number of subjects which the respec- 
tive powers had in Mexico. 

It was understood and stipulated that the 
intervention should only be for the purpose 
of enforcing the payment of the alleged in- 
debtedness, The country was not to be oc- 
cupied, and no experiment of the kind was 
to be made, 

A joint fleet was sent to Vera Cruz in 
January, 1862. England sent 800 soldiers, 
Spain 6,300, and France 2,800. The troops 
marched to that delightful region between 
Cordova and Pueblo, and went into camp 
for a time. 

The Mexicans were engaged in a civil 
war between the liberals and the church 
party, and Louis Napoleon showed a dispo- 
sition to side with, the latter faction and 
establish an empire with Maximilian at its 
head. 

There were protests and sharp words from 
England and Spain, and the two countries 
abandoned the alliance and withdrew their 
troops from the country. 


France sent 12,000 additional troops, and 
after considerable fighting the invaders 
occupied the City of Mexico. An assembly 
of imperialists was convened, and the 
crown was offered to Prince Ferdinand 
Maximilian, archduke of Austria. 

After much urging, the unfortunate Max- 
imilian, with the beautiful Carlotta, went 
to Mexico and received a continuous ova- 
tion all the way from Vera Cruz to the 
capital. They were crowned with impos- 
ing ceremonies, and Marshal Bazaine, with 
a large French army, garrisoned the cities 
ana towns to preserve order until the new 
empire was strong enough to stand alone. 

These events occupied two years. In the 
meantime the government at Washington 
was powerless. It was engaged in a death 
grapple with the confederacy, and Louis 
Napoleon had his own way south of the 
Rio Grande. 

But Mr. Seward, Lincoln’s secretary of 
state, was determined from the very first 
to uphold the Monroe doctrine. He was 
long-headea and patient, and he waited 


for his opportunity. 


One April day the surrender at Appo- 
mattox startled the world, and forever es- 
tablished the supremacy of the Unitcd 
States on the western hemisphere. 

Then Mr. Seward acted. He astounded 
the French minister, who had _ never 
dreamed that this quiet, soft-voiced man 
coulda utter such bitter words. Lincoln's 
old premier wore a velvet glove, but it 
coneealed a hand of iron. 

Louis Napoleon was notified by his repre- 
sentative at Washington that the French 
army would have to get out of Mexico in 
short order, and take Maximilian along, or 
abandon him to his fate. The veterans of 
the union army were ready to march to the 
Mexican capital, and it was possible that 
many confederates would join them. 

Trere was no room for delay or compro- 
mise. Mr. Seward’s long pent-up wrath had 
caused him to use plain language not often 
heard in diplomatic circles.

The French’ emperor was thunderstruck. 

He had never understood the situation 
in this country. Until Lee’s army marched 
out of Richmond he had felt confident of 
the success of the confederates. He had 
declined a proposed alliance with the south 
because he did not think it was necessary. 
Under the terms proposed to him by Slidell 
he was to have undisturbed possession of 
Mexico, if he would raise the federal 
blockade at Charleston and New Orleans, 
and furnish 75,000 French troops for of- 
fensive operations. 

This proposition he had rejected, and he 
found himself with a discontented army 
in danger of annihilation in Mexico, and 4 
sulky people clamoring at home. 

Seward’s mandate was obeyed. Bazaine 
and his soldiers left Mexico, and in a short 
time the empire fell, costing Maximilion 
his life. 

Never before had the Monroe doctrine 
been so i weet and triumphantly main- 
tained. 


At the beginning of the Mexican trouble 
Mr. Seward believed that one of the invad- 
ing powers would attempt to occupy and 
hold the country. If France had not been 
ready for the venture, Spain or England 
would have seized the territory. 

It is safe to assume this, because those 
countries have done such things under sim- 
ilar conditions in the past. As a rule, 
whenever a European power marches into 
the territory of a weaker nation to enforce 
the collection of an alleged debt it goes 
there to stay. 

Such a practice may be permitted to con- 
tinue on the other side of the globe, but 
we cannot afford to allow it over here, 
The shylocks o¢ the old world must be 
made to understand that their bill collec- 
tors cannot zo gunning after their debtors 
in any of Uncle Sam's numerous back- 
yards, 


Just at present, Germany seems to labor 
under the mistaken impression that she 
can bother us with impunity. Her wur-lord 
likes to threaten comparatively defense- 
less seaports with his gunboats, and his 
naval commanders have more than once 
tried to meddle in matters where American 
interests were involved. 

As a purely defensive policy our govern- 
ment in future should repel foreign aggres- 
sion on this hemisphere as ‘Mr. Seward 
wanted to resist it at first, and finally did 
oppose it, when he gave Louis Napoleon a 
lesson a generation ago. 

There is no sense in allowing a European 
government to send a strong fleet and an 
army to one of our neighboring sister re- 
publics ‘under the pretense of collecting a 
debt. In such cases it is sure to occupv 
and hold the country, or extort an unjust 


‘gum of money to the detriment of our bus- 


iness and political interests. 

Submission on our part to such methods 
would, in the course of the next quarter 
of a century, place the whole of Spanish- 
America under the control of the European 
powers, and our foreign commerce and 
most important industries would recetve a 
fatal blow. 

It is even possible that; embgldened by 
our submission, some strong ion might 
send a fleet to bombard one of our coast 
cities in order to force the payment of cer- 
tain claims against a state or against in- 


dividuals. 


If the Monroe doctrine is worth up- 
holding there should be no temporizing, no 
doubtful makeshifts. 

The Seward precedent should be followed 
whenever the occasion demands it, and 
the statesmen who control our foreign poll- 
cy should remember that if the great sec- 
retary waited until the French had estab- 
lished themselves in Mexico, it was be- 
cause his hands were tied. Under other 
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LETTERS EFROM THE PEOPLE 
The Public Expenditures. 

Editor Constitution—About a week ago 
you published a letter from Mr. T. A. Ham- 
mond and also another from myself in the 
Same issiie of your paper on city expendi- 
tures, I had not seen Mr. Hammond's ar- 
ticle, nor, of course, had he seen mine 
prior to their appearance in print. There 
are one or two points in Mr. Hammond's 
letter to which I think I ought to reply. 
Now that the @xcitement in the public 
mind incident to the veterans’ reunion has 
passed by it ils the time to do it. There is 
really but one single point in Mr. Ham- 
mond’s article that amounts to an argu- 
ment. 

He contends that by reason of improve- 
ments in the fire department the rate of 
insurance has been reduced to the extent 
of \35 per cent and that this reduction 
amounts fo more than the cost or at all 
events increased cost of keeping up that 
department. 

I think Mr, Hammond was off at college 
when the first step alluded to by him on 
the subject of insurance rates occurred, or 
he has been led into error in some way, for 
I know very well, as does this whdte city, 
that he would not intentionally misstate 
anything, 

My own recollection is that about sixteen 
years ago the insurance companies raised 
the rate all over the city as I think uni- 
versally 15 per cent. There was a red slip 
upon every policy when issucd explaining 
or attempting to explain, the increase. I 
have looked among some of my old papers, 
but have been unable tto find one of those 
old policies. But a friend showed me one 
at his store and quoting now without 
having it before me they read something 
like this: ‘“‘Fifteen per cent added to rate 
of premium on this policy on account of 
deficiency in water and fire departments.” 
When the water department put ‘Mr, Travis 
in charge and the machinery and boilers 
were overhauled and the universal meter 
system was adopted so as to give good 
pressure in the mains and so as to muke 
every hydrant equal to or better than a 
fire engine, then it was that the insurance 
companies took off the 15 per cent. 

Now, therefore, there has not been any 
reduction of insurance rates to the extent 
of 35 per cent, but merely a restoration in 
this first item by putting the rate back to 
where it was before it wag raised. 

I have looked back to the year 1883, just 
before the 15 per cent was put on, and I 
find that the total expense of the water de- 
partment was $34,135.18, nearly one-half of 
which was for pipe laid and betterments. 
The total expense of the city for fire de- 
partment that year was $26,815.64, a little 
over $3,000 of which was for the purchase of 
& hook and ladder. See pages 63 and 85, 
city year book of 1883. It thus appears 
that on an expense of not far from one- 
fourth of what the city now pays for fire 
protection we had as low a rate of insur- 
ance in 1883 as we have now except pos- 
sibly some modification, of which I will 
now speak. 

Mr. Hammond says that there have been 
two reductions to the extent of 10 per 
cent each, which would make not 35 per 
cent, but a total of 20 per cent. I do not 
know about that, and have no recollection 
of it. But in the search above nientioned 
amongst old papers I came across seyeral 
old policies on some property I own. Whe 
oldest of them dated in 1887, and in that 
oldest one and in each and every. inter- 
mediate one, and in the last one issued 
this year, all by the same company, on the 
Same property, there is the same identical 
premium with nu reduction whatever. 

Give us names and dates and figures and 
bring out the true facts in regard to this. 
If these two reductions to dy ati of 10 
per cent each, or total of 20 per cent, on 
insurance premiums have occurred, when 
did they occur? ‘Yo what class of property 
in the city did they apply, and is it true 
that such reductions, even though limited 
and partial, were attributable to the fire 
department only? . 

Does not a certificate of the building in- 
spector that your chimneys and flues are 
all right cut some figure? Did not the fact 
that the city has a thousand or so fire 
hydrants in the streets with pressure equal 
to that of Glascow or any other city on 
earth noted fof gd0d water protection have 
something to dé with it? I make this in- 
quiry in a spirit of habitual moderation. 

But suppose there. was a reduction or has 
been a reduction to the extent of % per 
cent On insurance rates procured by ex- 
penditures either in the fire department or 
in the water department, or in both. Then 
I ask, how does it affect the average citi- 
zen ang what is the result? Take a sam- 
ple case. A man has worked hard and 
saved up money to Buy a home. He bought 
a lot and gave, we will say, $2,000 for it. 
He built a house on the lot costing him 
$3,000. He takes out a policy of insurance 
for $2,500 on that house. His premium 
would be 1 per cent, $25. But by these 
heavy outlays 20 per cent, we will suppose, 
is off and his premium is only $20. He 
thus saved $5 on his insurance rate. But 
that has become of his investment? He 
could hardly se]l his place as it stands to- 
day for $2,500, or one-half of what it cost 
him, He could have rented when he built 
it for $40 per month. He can hardly rent 
lt now for $20 per month. He has, there- 
fore, lost $2,500 on his investment, and he 
looses $240 a year rental. But says Mr. 
Hammond, he hag saved $5 on his insur- 
ance rate! You may talk to that man, or 
any other tax payer and sufferer, who has 
met with similar losses, ang he will te!l 
you that the little matter of $5 on insur- 
ance rate does not amount to a grain, 
much less a crumb, of comfort: that he and 
his neighbors have lost half of their estate; 
that he and they are no longer able to pay 
these heavy taxes, and that they do not 
intend to pay them another year, if they 
can help it. Like reductions will follow 
for the county as soon as the city sets the 
pace, 

One thing I must notice. It is claimed 
substantially in Mr. Hammond’s letter that 
these things should be brought to the at- 
tention of the council without agitating 
them first in the papers. We are not talk- 
ing about the present council, but candi- 
dates for mayor and candidates for the 
next council is what. now concerns the 
voters. For my part, I have been agi- 
tating these things in the papers for a 
good long time, but not there only. I have 
talked of these matters hundreds of times 
and My OWn humuie views are just as well 
known to my acquaintances four years back 
as they are now since these recent letters 
were written. While looking among the 
Old papers above referred to, 1’ came 
across proceedings of a meeting held in the 
second ward, where I live, and reported in 
The Evening Journal, October 28: 18938, the 
object of the meeting being in reference to 
bringing out candidates for the city coun- 
ell, Jt there appears I introduced a set 
pf _peomutions, two Of which read ag fol- 

“Resolved 1. That taxation in Atlanta 
is too high and we demand that a policy 
of reduction be adopted and steadily ad- 
hered to, until the rate is brought down to 
1 per cent ad valorem on property, and 
licenses and other specific taxes to be re- 
duced in proportion. 

‘Resolved 2. We condemn the creation of 
new offices and raising of salaries, and we 
Gemand economy and reduction of expenses 
in all departments of the administration.’’ 

These resolGtions, with others, were unan- 
imously adopted. So I and my neighbors 
have not started out with any new idea. I 
have sometimes found it my duty to change 
my opinion, but about this matter of reduc- 
tion of expenses and reduction of taxes I 
have been of one and the same opinion for 
years. I am of the same opinion now more 
strongly than ever. 

It will be observed that these resolutions. 
framed five years ago, express identicaliv 
the same views or contention set forth in 
two or three letters recently written. 

In fact, c@nditions are harder now than 
was antic ed five years ago and. there- 
fore, I have urged not only reduction in 
tax rate to 1 per cent but also a reduc- 
tion in assessments of 25 per cent. There 
have been, as hefore stated. some reduc- 
tions. That of % of 1 per cent in the tax 
rate was very welcome and very imovortnt, 
and great honor is due the men who did it.

Judge E. W. Hammond, who succeeds 
Judge E. W. Beck on the bench of the city 
court of Griffin, was ordinary of Spalding 
county for sixteen years.

~~ circuit are Dooly, Wilcox, Worth 


and Colquitt. That would take one county 
from each of the following circuits as at 
present constituted: Southwestern, Albany, 
Oconee and Southern.

Dr. R. P. Sorrels has re-entered the race 
for senator from the thirteenth senatorial 
district. He retired recently but has re- 
considered and gone back in the race. He 
says that he withdrew in the interest of 
party harmony, but after he quit, he says 
the executive committee of the district met 
and changed the plan for selecting the 
senator. It is Madison county’s turn, but 
it has been decided to let all the counties 
vote in a primary, Dut no candidate can be 
voted for except a Madison county man. 
He says: 

“T will run only in the Madison county 
primary. The other primaries were called 
without authority and cannot possibly 
bind an organized democrat. The people of 
my county declare that they will not sub- 
mit to such high-handed conduct and insist 
that I should make the race under the 
custom which they say has not been 
changed, and under this pressure I have 
re-entered the race. 

“T shall make the race as a democrat and 

if I receive the majority of the votes cast 
in the primary in Madison county; I will 
be the democratic nominee and the man 
who runs against me will be an independ- 
ent, pure and simple. The democrats of 
Madison county have always stood by 
the nominee of the other counties under 
the rotation system, and I believe the real 
democrats of Oglethorpe and Elbert coun- 
ties > te cle the choice of Madison 
county this race. 
“The democrats of Oglethorpe and Elbert 
counties, when they have studied this ques- 
tion thorgoaghly, will see clearly that I am 
standing on high democratic ground, and 
will abstain from voting in their respective 
counties, awaiting the action of Madison 
county under the customs of the party 
which have not been changed in any legal, 
fair or equitable way.”

A Defense of Atlanta. 
From The Thomasville, Ga., Times-Enter- 
prise. 

There is a disposition on the part of some 
to criticise Atlanta on the manner in which 
she received and cared for the veterans 
during the late reunion in that city. These 
criticisms are unjust. Atlanta fully met 
every piedge and promise made. If any 
failed to get accommodations it was their 
own fault. We venture to assert that every 
veteran who applied to the bureau of in- 
formation found comfortable lodging and at. 
fair rates. It is Mkely that in the great 
throng that sorae failed to get proper ac- 
commoedations, but these would doubtless 
have been accommodated had they applied 
at the bureau of information. 

Atlanta opened her heart and homes to 
the old confederates. Thousands upon 
thousands were fed, and well fed, out on 
the exposition grounds, free. Meals did 
not cost one cent, and comfortabie sleeping 
quarters were furnished free for thousands. 
Confederate veterans have never received a 
warmer, more generous or bigger-hearted 
welcome anywhere than they did in At- 
lanta. The old vets owned the town for 
the time being. Atlanta undertook a big 
task in the entertainment of the great re- 
union, but she accomplished the work in a 
most satisfactory manner. The word ‘fail’ 
is not in the Gate City’s vocabulary. 

We found only one thing to criticise, the 
restricted and miserabie accommodations 
about the union station. A city of Atlanta’s 
magnitude and importance, the gateway 
to the south, with its great trunk lines 
converging there, ought to have a union 
station commensurate with the wants of 
the public. 


Atlanta Unjustly Criticised. 
From The Macon, Ga., News. 

According to The Savannah News, many 
of the confederate veterans who attended 
the Atlanta reunion were greatly disap- 
pointed gat their treatment. It states that 
those who had plenty of money had noth- 
ing to complain of, but the poor veterans 
fared badly. Atlanta’s hospitality seems 
to be governed largeiy by the ability of 
the guest within its gates to pay the price, 
thinks The Morning News, 

The charge has often been brought that 
Atlanta displays too much of the “‘commer- 
cial spirit’ on occasions of this kind, but 
we do not believe the Savannah paper will 
find any one who attended the reunion 
who will agree with it this time, 

The fact is Atlanta eclipsed all of her 
former efforts in this direction, and it can 
be said without flattery that no southern 
city has ever excelled her in the treat- 
ment of guests. We epeak from experience 
and observation when we say that Atlanta 
opened wide her gates and her heart to 
the old veterans and did everything in her 
power to make them feel at home and that 
nothing was too good for them, She fed 
and thonored several thousand of them free 
of charge and she provided every ccnven- 
ience and comfort for them. She seemed 
to be more considerate and thoughtful of 
their welfare in many respects than any 
other city had ever been. 

It is quite likely that a good deal of 
jealousy enters into these criticisms of At- 
lanta. Atlanta’s success has made other 


things of her. But they are not p 
deserved, and never more so than am

Complaint Can Be Made te the State 
Railroad Commission. 


IT HAS POWER TO ORDER ONE 


Supreme Court Has Just Decided That ) 


It Can Compel Roads. 


A PETITION WILL BE PRESENTED 


Three of the Leading Roads Are Ready 
at Any Time To Join the Others 
in a Union Station. 


tion by the railroads, the Georgia 

railroad commission will be petitioned 
to order the erection of a new passenger 
station for Atlanta. 

Under a decision of the supreme court 
of the state rendered on Wednesday, the 
commission has the power to order a rail- 
road to build a new depot. In the language 
of the act, the commission has power “to 
requfre the location of such depots, and the 
establishment of such freight and passen- 
ger buildings as the condition of the road, 
the safety of freight and public may re- 
quire.” 
The commission cannot make two or 
more roads go into a union station, be- 
cause it cannot force them into partner- 
ship, but it can compel every road enter- 
ing Atlanta to build a passenger station 
of its own on its own ground. 

The roads do not want to do that. Really 
they all prefer, with possibly one exception, 
to have a union passenger station. Proof 
of this is found in the agreement made 
between the Southern, the Central and the 
Atlanta and West Point to build a new 
station if the other. lines will join them. 

The Seaboard Air-Line enters the station 
over the Western and Atlantic’s tracks 
and it has to do whatever that company 
says or break a very advantageous con- 
tract. Of course, if the Western and Atlan- 
tic moved, the Georgia railroad would go 
to. The lessee of the Western and Atlantic 
has beer the party all along which would 
not agree to go in with the other roads in 
building a new union passenger station on 
ea different site, and as the present one is 
too small for all the roads even now, they 
objected to erecting a building there. Be- 
sides, they were not anxious to improve 
the state’s property. 

. There may be a question whether the 
commission can compel the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic to erect a station on 
the state’s property. But the act says the 
commission shall have power “to require 
the location of such depots,” etc. 

(Marietta is one of the best points on the 
Western and Atlantic for travel. Probably 
200 passengers a day get on and off trains 
there. But the Western and Atlantic has 
searcely any station accommodations at 
Marietta and the paSsengers wait in the 
hotel or on the streets. The people of Ma- 
rietta are going before the commission to 
ask for a new passenger station. No one 
has any doubt but that the commission 
will order the station erected on the state’s 
land opposite the hotel. The members of 
the commission have no question in their 
minds about their authority to direct the 
lessee of the road to build a station on the 
gstate’s land at that point. 

If the commission has power to order 
the lessee to build on the state’s land at 
Marietta, it must have power to order it 
to build on the state’s land in Atlanta. 

The complaint from Atlanta may go to 
the commission from the city, council, the 
chamber of commerce or from an independ- 
ent source. That is, there fs talk of an or- 
ganization among the young business men 
to fight this passenger station matter to a 
finish. However, if the city authorities or 
the chamber of commerce take nold of the 
question vigorously the proposed organ- 
ization may not be formed. 

When the new station question was up 
the last time, it was shelved on the agree- 
ment that the roads would take steps to 
relieve the traffié across the streets at 
grade crossings, such as Whitehall, Pryor, 
Loyd and Mitchell streets. Since then the 
Mitchell street viaduct has been begun 
and in the course of time, the movement of 
trains through the city will no doubt be 
discontimued in large measure. But the in- 
terruption of wagons and pedestrians at

grade crossings is not the trouble this time. -« 


The present accommodations have been 
proved to be entirely inadequate to ac- 
commodate a crowd; the city’s guests have 
been compelled to wade through water to 
get to their trains and the city has been 
subjected to great mortification by the crit- 
icisms of the press in other cities. 

Most of the railroad managers are as 
anxious to have a new station as the peo- 
vle of Atlanta. They declare that the pres- 
ent station is a disgrace to Atlanta and 
they say that the site is too small for the 
erection of such a station as the travel 
here requires. Nearly all say there should 
be another site. They know that the citi- 
zens want a union station—one which all 
the roads will enter. They have been 
drifting along, hoping to get the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis to co-operate. 
That road thinks it would be better off if 
the other roads withdrew from the present 
carshed and leave the WeStern and Atlan- 
tic there by itself or with the Seaboard 
and the Georgia.

Departed Some Time After Midnight 
and Has Not Been Seen Since. 


HAD THREATENED TO TAKE HER LIFE 


Told Her Son He Would Never See 
Her Again—Vigorous Search Yes- 
terday Proves Futile. 


Mrs. M. M. Fain, an aged lady, sixty 
years old, suddenly and mysteriously dis- 
appeared from her home at the corner of 
Corsut and Plum streets some time 
Wednesday night, and nothing has been 
heard from her since. Her relatives are 
Strongly of the belief that she has either 
committed suicide, or has wandered off, 
they cannot tell where. 

Mrs. Fain is a widow, and thas nine chil- 
dren, some of whom live with her at her 
home. For some time it thas been noticed 
that her mind was affected, and she has 
often declared in her home circle she would 
commit suicide. She would often become 
unbalanced at the least provocation, and 
her family has been greatly concerned for 
some months over her mental condition. 

Notwithstanding her age, Mrs. Fain was 


» Strong and healthy, and managed to go 


where she pleased. Late Wednesday night 
She visited her son, L. EF. Fain, just across 
the street from the family residence, and 
seemed to be considerably out of humor. 
On leaving she gfasped her son by the 
hand, and said that would be the last time 
he would ever see ther. Thinking it was 
only one of his mother’s peculiar moods, 
the son attached no significance to the 
Statement at that time. 

When last seen, Mrs. Fain was in her 
own room, sitting in a rocking chair, having 
not undressed. She roomed with her 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Lula Fain, who 
shortly after retiring, went to sleep, leav- 
ing Mrs. Fain still sitting in her chair. 
That was shortly after midnight Wednes- 
day night. 

No one has laid eyes on. the old lady 
since, so far as is known. Her absence was 
not discovered until early yesterday morn- 
ing, When Mrs. Fain’s roommate awoke to 
find her missing. Search about the house 
was immediately instituted, but without 
success. The neighbors’ houses were vis- 
ited, but no one had seen any trace of Mrs. 
Fain. The search was then extended 
throughout that section of the city, but 


| likewise without success. 


One of her sons called at the station 
house yesterday afternoon and reported 
the strange disappearance to the police. 
Official investigation last night also proved 
futile. The same gon catled at the sta- 
tion house again at midnight last night, 
but the police had found no trace of the 
old lady. 

A careful investigation of the house 
proved that Mrs. Fain took nothing with 
her but the clothes she wore—a black dress 
and a cap trimmed with white, and her 
pension papers, which she carried wfth 
her everywhere she went. These called 
for $24 every quarter. She left no fare- 
well note, and not ‘tthe slightest evidence 
that woul? betray her intention or her 
destination. ~ 

There is a deep well on the Fain place. 
Late yesterday afternoon the Fain boys, 
thinking their mother might possibly hhave 
sough't a watery grave there, let down 
torches into the hole, but no traces of a 
body could be found. The examination 
was not thorough, however, and it will 
be repeated again this morning. 

Thinks His Mother Suicided. 

“I am very muh afraid,’’ said one of 
Mrs, Fain’s sons last night, ‘‘that mother 
has commiltted suicide. She has not been 
right in her mind for some time, and has 
often ‘threatened to take her own Ife. She 
might have jumped into the wel] at home, 
or she might have gone to one of the 
lakes. It is impossible for us to tell. Hav- 
ing Mo money, I do not think she intended 
to run off anywhere. Her home life was 
as ‘happy as we would make it, and al- 
though she was of a very unfortunate dis- 
position, yet she never complained at the 
treatment she received there. We are, of 
course, greatly distressed over her mys- 
terious disappearance, and will thank any- 
body discovering any trace of her, to noti- 
fy us at once. (We are afraid, though, 
that she is dead—where, we cannot tell.’’ 

Every effort will be made to find some 
trace of the old lady today, and it is ex- 
pected that something will turn up shat 
may lead to her whereabouts, whether 
deat or aiive. 


RAGS AS THANK-OFFERINGS. 


Superstitious Custom of Olden Times 
Not Wholly Discontinued.

The singular cvstom of leaving rags and 
other worthless objects at wells has not 
entirely fallen into disuse. The supersti- 
tion, in a moiitied form, exists in other 
pertions of the world. A traveler in Per- 
sia found a tree with rags tied to its 
branches. They had been left there hy 
the inhabitants of a province infected with 
ague. A tree hung with rags was found 
by another traveler in Africa. Crooked 
pins, oid clothes, pebbles, sheils, rusiy 
nails, smal] coins, and even bundies of 
heath were considered appropriate thank- 
cfferings at shrines in earlier days, for 
it was belicved that the saints and apos- 
tles did 1:0t care for articles of value. 

Such was the superstitious adoration of 
fountains that it was forbidden by the six- 
teenth of the canons issued in 960, in the 
reign of King Edgar, and it was condemn- 
ed by the canons of St. Anselm, It wae 
aiso interd'cted by the laws passed in the 
reign of King Canute. Since the reforma- 
tion the practice has not heen prevalent 
except in Treland, where many old wel's 
cons22rated to saints ang martyrs are vet 
made the cbhject of pilgrimage. There is 
scarcely a parizh throughout the land that 
has not its own hcly well, where, despite 
practical admonition, the faithful and the 
faithless come to rray for physical or inen- 
tal relief and leave behind them a scrap of 
rag an an offering.

In addition to this creek there afte sev~ 
eral ponds on the camp site and it was 
this abundance of bathing water that 
caused the officers to think favorably of 
the place. The several wells will be used 
for drinking water and the lithia water 
near the camp site will also be utilized 


for this purpose. 

It is provided in the contract that the 
soldiers are not to go to the spring for 
water, but special detailed squads may 
take it in barrels to the camp. In this 
way the soldiers will be kept away from 
the civilians who frequent the spring and 
at the same time will have the benefits 
of the water. 

Tents will be pitched on the grounds at 
once and within a short time the entire 
body of men now at Fort McPherson will 
be moved to Austell. The soldiers are very 
anxious to go to the watering place and 
the officers are anxious to have them go. 
It was feared that the presence of so 
many sick men at the post, the hospital 
now containing several hundred patients, 
would endanger the health of the well 
ones. 

There are no contagious diseases except 
measles at the post, and the physicians 
are making successful] efforts to stamp 
it out, but the impure air from the lungs 
of the patients might superinduce disease, 
and for this reason the men are to be 
moved. As soon as the officers saw Aus- 
tell it was seen that it was the best 
camping site known of in this section, 
but it was thought best to separate the 
troops. 

With this idea fn view the officers visited 
a number of places where splendid sites 
were reported to be located, but it was 
discovered that none of Jem met with 
the requirements. It was decided, there- 
fore, to send all the troops to Austell and 
they will go within the next few days. 

It is not known when the first detach- 
ment of the recruits will leave the post 
and no contract for transporting them 
has as yet been made. The first train 
load, however, will probably go before 
tomorrow night and others will follow 
as quickly as possible. It is an undertak- 
ing of some magnitude to establish a 
camp with 3,000 men on a ground which 
has not been used for many years for 
that purpose, and the officers at the post 
know that they have a big task before 
them.

Auburn Avenue, Which Is To Be Paved 
with Asphalt, Will Be Completed 
in Three Weeks. 

The work of paving Auburn avenue from 
Butler to Hill streets with asphalt wil) be 
begun this morning. It will be about the 
middle of August before the job is com- 

pleted. 

Mr. J. P. Humphries, representing the 
Warren-Scharf Asphalt Company, arrived 
in the city yesterday and reported to En- 
gineer Clayton at the city gall that he 
was ready to begin work. The apparatus 
will be placed in position early this morn- 
ing and the work will be hastened to an 
early completion. 

When this paving is completed Auburn 
avenue will be one of the most beautiful 
thorouehfares in the city. Granite blocks 
have already been laid fram North Pryor 
street to Butler street, and with the as- 
phalt extendsion Auburn avenue will have 
been transformed from a deserted street 
to one of the most popular in the city. 
It will not be many years unfil this thor- 
oughfare becomes one of the most promi- 
nent residence streets in Atlanta. 

The asphalt paving on Washington street, 
which will be laid by the same company, 
will not be begun until Auburn avenue 
is completed.

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ROBBED TRAINS 


‘Marietta Robbery Unearths a Scheme 
Similar te That of Buchanan's. 


THE LEADER HAS CONFESSED 


Acknowledges His Own Guilt and Im- 
plicates Other Prisoners. 


NUMEROUS TRAINS HAVE BEEN ROBBED 


‘Negroes Have Been Pillaging Cars 
Around Marietta for Some Time. 
To Be Tried Next Week. 

T Marietta Wednesday morning, as 
| told in yesterday's Constitution, has 
developed, one of the boldest gangs of or- 
ganized outlaws known in this state since 
| Buchanan and his men operated on the 
Southern road e0me time ago near Dalton. 
The robbery committed near Marietta, 
early Wednesday morning, was not the 
first that has occurred in that vicinity in 
the last few months. Fully ten freight 
cars have been entered and robbed on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad in and 
around Kennesaw mountain fn the 
last sixty days. The robbing has been g¢0- 
ing on for months, and notwithstanding 
the officers have been exerting every effort 
to apprehend the thieves, their work did 
— Successful] until day before yester- 

ay. 

The authorities say there is no doubt 
that the five negroes now in Cobb county 
jail are members of the gang that has been 
doing all the work. Jeff Moreland, leader 
of the prisoners and likewise, it is thought, 
of the band of bandits, has confessed that 
he robbed the Western and Atlantic freight 
train Wednesday morning and implicates 
the other men in jail with him. He has 
denied, so far, that he has been implicated 
in the former robberies, 
Say they can fasten guilt upon him with- 
out much trouble, 

Marietta and Cobb county have been 
@roused for some time over the constant 
and systematic outlawry that has been go- 
ing on there, and there is great satisfac- 
tion that the gang has been caught, if the 
negroes are the right parties, and there is 
scarcely any doubt that they are, it is said. 

A preliminary hearing before a justice of 
the peace will be given the negroes the 
first part of next week. They will be pros- 
ecuted by attorneys of the Western and 
Atlantic. Hundreds of dollars worth of 
goods have been stolen from this road. 
and the officials are determined to make 
an example out of these men for the bene- 
fit of the balance of the profession in this 
state. 

There are two members of the gang that 
have not as yet been caught. At a late 
hour last night the officers were looking 
for them, and from messengers returning 
from the chase, the outlaws will be caught 
in a very few hours. 

The negroes already caught are: Jeff 
Moreland, George Smith, George Under- 
wood, Will Coleman and Bill Everett. 
They stopped a freight train on the steep 
grade just beyond Marietta early Wednes- 
day morning, and by applying the brakes 
and making the engineer think he had too 
heavy a load, forced him to divide his 
train and run to Marietta with the first 
section, while the outlaws pillaged the sec- 
ond section, stole fifty sacks of flour and 
were afterwards caught after a lively 
ecrimmage.

WRECK OF THE SULTANA. 


Benes of the Victims Exposed by the 
Mississippi. 
From the Memphis Scimitar. ' 

The wreck of the steamer Sultana, which 
occurred on April 27th, 1865, and which sent 
a shudder over the entire length and 
breadth of this land, has been recalled by 
the action of thes, Mississippi river, on 
whose broad bosom the catastrophe took 
place, and in whoge cold embrace hundreds 
of soldiers went down to rise no more. 

The Sultana was a very large Mississippi 
river packet, which was engaged by the 
United States government as soon as the 
civil war was ended, to convey federal 
troops from the far south to their homes. 
The steamer took on a large number of 
troops at Vicksburg, and took on eeveral 
other smal] detachments on the way up. 
When she arrived here on April 26th she 
had 2,300 federal soldiers on board. 

The boat lay in this port for several 
hours discharging a cargo of molasses, 
and started up the river early on the morn- 
ing of the 27th. She had proceeded about 
six miles, being opposite Hen and Chicken 
island, when, without any warning what- 
ever, her boilers burst, her hog chains 
parted, and the shattered wreck caught 
fire. As many as 1,500 soldiers were killed 
er drowned as 2 result of the accident, and 
for four days dozeng of floaters were cap- 
tured every hour or so. 

Many bodies were recovered near the 
scene of the wreck, and these were buried 
at Mound City. At that time the people in 
this vicinity cared precious little for Yan- 
kee esoldiers, though they gave them a de- 
cent burial. No tombstones were erected, 
however, and the graves were not kept 
green. 

When the Sultana’s victims were buried 
at Mount City the impromptu graveyard ip 
which their last sleep was to be slept was 
far from the river’s bank, but the Missis- 
sippi, seemingly with a fiendish desire to 
claim the bones of these victims of her 
waters to ripple over, as they have rippled 
over for years the bones of other victims 
of the same catastrophe, has graduaily 
worn away fhe ground until now she 
sweeps by the graveyard with a steady. 
sullen murmur, and bones and ghastly 
skulls look down on the water from where 
they lie, a few feet away. 

One skeleton which has been exposed ty 
the river brings to mind a lynching which 
occurred just after the war at Mound City. 
A horse thief had been operating in that 
vicinity for some time, and the people 
banded together to capture him. He was a 
tall, dashing sort of a feilow, who wore 
high-heeled and high-topped boots. One

Local Cubans Wants To Be Citizens of 
the United States. 


WOULD BENEFIT THE ISLAND 


Dr. Pla Says the Annexation Means 
the Salvation of Cuba.

ment. 

This plan, say the refugees, is not the 
desire of the Cubans as a people, but 
only the wish of th%®se who are thor- 
eughly conversant with the principles of 
the government of the United States, and 
who believe that the island, as a part 
of this country. will derive great benefit 
from the American laws that would be 
introduced in the event of annexation. 

“The majority in Cuba,” said one refu-

the question. But we, who have 
lived here for any leneth of time and 
have studied the American form of gov- 
ernment, are of the opinion that annexa- 
tion will be the best thing for the island. 
Annexation will introduce into Cuba Cer- 
tain systems that will do more to put 
her back to her old standing than any- 
thing that the Cuban people are capable 
of doing. ' 

“Annexation will brine immense amounts 
of American capital into the island, which, 
if Cuba is a republic and governed Dy 
Cubans, will never be invested. When 
the war is over and. peace restored, the 
plan of reconstruction in the hands of 
the Americans will only take a few years, 
but in the Aands of the Cubans there is 
no .telline how lone it will take.” 

Nearly all of the refugees in Atlanta 
expect to return to Cuba as soon as peace 
is restored and assist in the plans of re- 
Many now in the city were 
banished from the isiand by the Span- 
iards at the openine of hostilities, and 
have been unable to return to take up 
arms for their country, but all have done 
what they could to aid the Cuban forces 
now in the field. 

They are probably the ones most inter- 
ested in the war at present, and all talk 
freely of the situation, giving their views 
regarding the way in which they think 
Garcia was treated by General Shafter at 
the fal! of Santiago and also on the sub- 
ject of annexation. 

The loca! junta is kept thco@oughly posted 
in regard to the movements of both armies. 
and every Cuban in the city {s a member 
of the society. They meet in the rooms 
of the junta regularly an? discuss the 
situation in Cuba and form plans for the 
reconstruction of the island. 

They cannot understand why it is that, 
after the Spanish milicary commander at 
Santiago had surrendered to General Shaf- 
that he was allowed to exercise any 
authority in the city whatever. They 
claim that reports from the island state 
that the Spanish governor of Santiago has 
nearly as much power now as before, and 
that the Americans mingle with the Span- 
lards in a very friendly way, which report 
they are unable to understand. 

All admit that the island is practically 
devastated, but are of the opinion that it 
will only take two or three years for the 
great sugar and tobacco plantations to be 
placed in their former flourishing condi- 
tion, owing to the fact that the soil is 
unusually rich and the growth of vegeta- 
tion very rapid. 

What Dr. Pla Says. 

Regarding the situation, Dr. Francisco 
Pla, one of the most prominent refugees 
in the city, talked freely and interestingly. 

“Yes,’’ said Dr. Pla, “in common with a 
great many other Cubans, I favor the 
plan of annexation, believing that it will 
prove beneficial to the island. I am a loyal 
Cuban, but I am of the opinion that great 
good would come of annexation. If wé 
are left to ourselves, the plan of recon- 
struction will take an immense amount 
of time, so much time in fact that it

“T have lived in the United States long 
enough to familiarize myself with the 
American way of doing things, and I think 
that the lawg of this country, when car- 
ried out as they were intended to be carried 
out, are good for any nation, no matter 
how large or how small. 

“I have always believed that annexa- 
tion meant the salvation of Cuba, and 
while the vas}, Majority of native Cubans 
favor an independent government, stil! 
there are great numbers who are for an- 
nexation and believe as I do. 

“In regard to Garcia's treatment at the 
hands of General Shafter at elltventar 
of Santiago de Cuba, I really think: that 
he was slighted. He should save becn 
present at the surrender ag a rnattar of 
courtesy, but what I cannot understand 
is the report which ts current now con- 
cerning the way .n which the Spanish 
e€°vernor is exercising authority in the 
city. 

“So long as one Spaniard remains in 
office in the island we will fight. For 
countless years we have been fighting just 
such a state of things and we will con- 
tinue to fight just as long as the Span- 
iards are in power on the island. 

“It is just possible that I shall go back 
to Cuba as soon as the war is over and 
peace declared..At one time I owned ex- 
tensive sugar plantations, but these, of 
course, have been swept away during the 
war, and I may have some trouble in being 
abie to recover them. al 

“I love America and the Americans,” 
said Dr. Pla in conclusion, “and 1 am 
sure that the United States will do what 
is best for the island and its peopde.” 

Thinks Garcia Was Slighted. 

Mr. B. Liorens, who has been in Atlanta 
for song time, but who is avery loyal 
Cuban, had this to say: 

“From what I can gee from the papers, 
Garcia was unquestionably slighted by 
General Shafter at the fall of Santiago. I 
have no doubt that Genera) Shafter in- 
tended no.slight by his not extending an 
invitation to Garcia to be present at the 
surrender of the city, but it was a slight 
so far as I see. 

“Tl think that the majority of the Cu- 
bans on the island favor a government 
of their own, but I should be satisfied with 
an American form of government, as I 
believe that it would work great good for 
the island and soon place it in a prosperous 
condition. 

“We are for almost any plan that will 
rid us of Spanish rule, as we have been 
fighting for years to throw off the yoke 
of Spain, and the solution of the whole 
difficulty will be an American form of 
government, 

“The great majority of Cubans now in 
the United States will immediately flock 
to the island as soon as the war As ended, 
and I believe that nearly all who are 
now in Atlanta will be among that num- 
ber.” 

Favor of Annexation. 

Saia@ Mr. Eugenio Crabb: 

“tT am for annexation and I intend going 
back to Cuba when peace has been re- 
stored. I have always favored a plan of 
annexation or at least an American pro- 
tectorate, because I believed that it would 
be a good thing for the island. 

“Of course. I only represent the minority 
in this matter, for I understand that tne 
majority are for a government by the 
people. They claim that they are now 
fighting for free Cuba and wish to do 
their own governing when the war 158 
over. 

“Those who have given the matter any 
thought at all favor at least an American 
protectorate, believi#s that such a course 
would be for the good of the Island. 

“Tl think myself that General Shafter 
slighted Garcia at tme fall of Santiago, 
and that the letter should have by all 
means been invited’ as a matter of ecour- 
tesy to be present at the surrender. Of 
course we may have been misinformed as 
to the treatment that General Garcia re- 
ceived at the hands of General Shafter, 
but if the reports be true then the Cuban 
leader most certainly should have been 
present in the city when the governor 
of Santiago tendered his sword to General 
Shafter.’”’ 

These expressions from the‘ more prom- 
inent Cuban refugees in Atlanta represent 
the feelings of the majority of the local 
colg@ny and show that those who are 
familiar with the American form of gov- 
ernment are in favor of annexation by 
the United States.

Torpedo Boat in the Fight. 

‘T!nited States Torpedo Boat WBricsson, 
Harbor of Guantanamo, Cuba, July 5, 
1898.—Sir: 1.1 respectfully report on the 
morning of Sunday, July 3, 1898, the United 
States torpedo boat Ericsson was proceed-, 
ing under half speed on the starboard 


quarter of the United States flagship New 


York toward Siboney, when the enemy 
was sighted coming out of Santiago en- 
trance, we being then five or six miles to 
the. east of the Morro. The ves- 
sels of our fleet were firing on the enemy. 
Full power was put on and the course 
was directed toward the enemy’s ships, 
the crew at quarters and the vessel in all 
respects ready to deliver torpedo attack. 
By the time we had turned to westward 
two of the enemy’s vessels were in plain 
sight; they were followed at short intervals 
by the other two cruisers and then, after 
a longer interval, by the two torpedo 
boat destroyers. The fire of the shore 
batteries supported the enemy’s fleet and 
the fire of both fleets was rapid and con- 
tinuous. The flagship New York had hoist- 
ed signal 260: ‘Close in toward harbor en- 
trance and attack vessels,’ The shore bat- 
terles at the entrance to Santiago were 
directing their fire at the Gloucester at 
this time, which was hotly engaged with 
the two torpedo boat destroyers. As we 
passed the fire of the shore batteries was 
directed on us. Several shells struck near 
us, short or beyond, and two buréet over- 
head. The Ericsson wag not struck, AS 
we drew near the torpedo boat destroyers 
were seen to strike to the Gloucester and 
the Maria Teresa and Oquendo to run 
ashore, strike their colors and display 
white flags. The course of the Ericsson 
was then directed toward the Vizcaya, 
prepared to deliver torpedo attack, but 
before we could arrive within striking dis- 
tance the Vizcaya wae seen to strike the 
Iowa, run ashore and burst into flames, 
her engines being left running and clouds 
of steam issuing from all her openings on 
deck and in her side. The flagship directed 
the Ericsson to pick up men in water. 
Ran close alongside the Vizcaya and sent 
small boat to her, boats from lowa putting 
in also at same time. BExplosions from the 
ammunition on board the Vizcaya began 
about this time and her guns, which had 
been left loaded, were fired one after the 
other by the flames. The Vizcaya was on 
fire fore and aft, but the mass of the fire 
was aft, and the position of the Ericsson 
was perilous Yn the extreme and only the 
urgency of the occasion caused her to re- 
main. Rescued eleven officers and about 
ninety sailors,and marines from the vessel. 
many of them sorely wounded. The Span- 
ish were no sooner taken on board than 
they urged immediate withdrawal of the 
Eficsson; but this vessel remained until 
all alive had been taken from the Vizcaya 
by the Ericsson’s small boat and the boats 
from the Iowa. One of the Vizceaya’s large 
cutters was also used. The  prisoners— 
most of them naked and many of them 
wounded—were all put on board the lowa. 
Also assisted in placing prisoners from 
the Maria Teresa and Oquendo on board 
Harvard.

Part the Vixen Played. 

‘Untied States Steamship Vixen, Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, July 7, 1898.—Sir: I have 
the henor to make,the following report 
as to the part taken by the United States 
Steamship Vixen tn the engagement with 
the Spanish fleet under the command of 
Admiral Cervera during the morning and 
afternoon of Sunday, July 3, 1898. 

“Between 9:35 and 9:45 a. m., the Vixen 
was at a point about four miles to the 
westward of Morro, and at a distance of 
about one and one-half miles south of the 
shore. At about 9:40 itt was reported to me 
that an explosion had taken place in the 
entrance of Santiago harbor. I went on 
deck and almost immediately sighted the 
leading vessel of the Spanish fleet, stand. 
ing out of the entrance. 
vessels of our fleet were closing in toward 
Morro and firing. 

‘The Vixen was heading toward the 
Morro. The eng:nes were ordered ahead 
at full speed and the helm put hard aport, 
the object being to cross ahead ofthe lead- 
ing Spanish vesse] and thus not obstruct 
the gun fire of our own fleet, the shells 
from which soon began to fall about the 
position we had just left. 

“The leading Spanish ship opened fire 
on this vessel with her starboard bow 
guns, the projectiles from which passed 
over ‘us, all being aimed too high. I esti- 
mate the number. of shots fireq at us at 
this time to have been between five and 
ten. ‘ 

“As the Vixen gathered headway her 
head came to about S. by E., opening the 
Brooklyn up about two points on our 
port bow. Steadied her and steamed on 
about this course until we had reached 
a position about a mile to the 8. ang W. 
of the Brooklyn, which was now turning 
with port helm and firing her guns as 
they bore on the enemy’s guns. At 9:50 
hoisted signal No, 262. The course was 
then ordered changed to W. 8S. W., the in- 
tention being to steer a parallel course 
to that of the Spanish fleet. By some mis- 
take the quartermaster stead’ed the heim 
on the 8. W. by 8., which was soon dis- 
coyered, but not until the Vixen had in- 
creased her distance off shore perhaps 
another half of a mile. The course W. 8. 
W. was again ordered ang when steadied 
on it we were at an estimated distance 
of about five miles from the shore. From 
aboyt 10:15 the course and times of chang- 
ing were as follows: 

“At 10:15 changed bourse to W. % S.; at 
10:56, to N. W. by N.; at MH, W. N, W.; at 
11:5, W. by N. W.; at 11:10, N. WE by W.; 
at 11:15, W. by N.; and 11:30, W. by 8; at”

‘Seeing that the Spanish vessels were 
out of rarge of our guns, while we were 
well within range of theirs, we reserved 
our fire. ~ 

Fires on the Vizcaya. 

“About 11:06, having approached within 
range of the Vizcaya, we opened fire with 
our starboard battery at an elevation of 
5,000 yards, for the six-pOunder guns, and 
extreme elevation for the one-pounders. 
Continued the fire for six minutes, when, 
seeing that the ensign of the Vizcaya was 
not fiying, at 11:12 ordered cease firing. 
Expended twenty-seven six-pounders and 
eighteen oOne-pounder common shells. 

“After passing Acerraderos the course 
was held at from west by north to west 
by south, heading for the point on the 
western horizon. . Average speed .abour 
twelve to 13% knots; average number of 
revolutions 106 per minute; average steam 
pressure 122% pounds. : 

“The Brooklyn and Uregon bore on the 
port and starboard bows, respectively, and 
were gradually dropping the Vixen astern, 
as was the Cristobal Co.on, which was 
running closer in ghore. About 12:2 
o’clock the Oregon opened fire on the Co- 
lon, as did also the Brooklyn, feeling their 
way up to the range, which was apparent- 
ly obtained after the fourth or iiith shot. 
About i:20 o'clock the Oregon aad 
Brooklyn headed in shore about four 
points, About 1:28 o’clock the Texas hoist- 
ed signal ‘Enemy has surrendered.’ This 
signal was repeated to the New York by 
the Vixen. At 2:30 o’ciock the Vixen stop- 
ped off Rio Tarquino, in the vicinity of 
the Oregon and Brooklyn. The Cristobal 
Colon was close in snore, bows on the 
beach, her colors down, lying on the deck 
at the foot of her staff. 

“IT have the honor to inclose a copy of 
notes taken during the chase by my orders 
upon the suggestion of Lieutenant Harlow. 
These motes were written by Assistant 
Paymaster Doherty, the incidents and 
times were given by Lieutenant Harlow, 
whose watch was five minutes slow of 
deck time. The times taken after 10:30 
o'clock are accurate; those taken before 
that time were estimated and may be in 
error a few minutes. Inclosed is a sketch 
showing positions of vessels at various 
times. It is taken from a chart taken 
from the Cristobal Colom after the surren- 
der and is enlarged for your inspection. All 
courses are true. 

“In conclusion, I wish to call your at- 
tention to the coolness and strict attention 
to duty of both officers and men. Very

™Jnited States Steamer Resolute, Cvan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, July 4, ‘%898.--Sir: I 
have the honor to make the following re- 
port of the operations of this ship on 
Sunday, July 8d: 

“Arriving off Santiago at 6 a. m., I re- 
ported in person on board the flagship to 
the chief of staff and from him received 
orders to remain in the vicinity until fur- 
ther orders. While lying to the .iortheast 
of the lime, just to the eastward of the 
Indiama, we sighted the leading vessel of 
the Spanish fleet coming out. The, «ame 
time the Iowa fired a shot, 

‘“‘We at once headed the ship to the east- 
ward, but had not got her steady on her

On reaching Al- 
tares 1 met the flagship New York ccm- 
ing to the westward and communicated to 
her that the Spanish neet was coming Out 
and standing to the western part of the 
line, | 

“Having then received your orders to 
proceed to Guantanamo, I headed in that 
direction, signaling to the Harvard as we 
passed Altares that the Spanish fleet was 
coming out. 

“At 10:20 o’clock, when off Baiquiri, sight- 
ed a large man of war painted a dingy 
white, with two funnels and two military 
tops, standing to the westward. On pro- 
ceeding nearer made out what I took to Be 
the Spanish flag, together with a signal 
which JI could not read, 

‘Heading the ship to the southward to 
pass aroung him, the stranger put his helm 
to starboard and apparently stood after 
us to sea. 


Transports Warned. 

“Being convinced by this maneuver on h's 
part that he was an enemy, I at once head- 
ed to the westward, running down to the 
fleet of army transports, and warned them 
to sea. 

“In repassing Altares I also signaled to 
the Harvard than an enemy was coming 
from the eastward. 

“Continuing my course to the westward, I 
crossed the entrance to Santiags harbor 
and the Socapa battery fired two shots at 
us; the first, from a large gun, passed di- 
rectly over the piiot house, and the second, 
apparently a six-inch shell passeq over the 
forecastie of the ship. rs 

‘Shortly after passing the southern en- 
trance, I sighted a wreck burning on the 
beach, and a little later discovered the 
Gloucester standing by a second wreck, 
apparently to save her crew. These wrecks, 
together with three others that we sighted, 
were all blazing flercely and two of them 
blew up with a loud report and a 
volume of smoke shortly after we passed 
them. 

“At 12:45 o'clock I communicated with 
the Indiana and told her of the man of war 
I had sighted off Baiquiri. Captain Taylor 
ordereg@ me to proceed at once to the com- 
mander-in-chief with the information. 

‘*At 1:15 o'clock came up with the Iowa 
and notified Captain Evans that I had 
sighted a Spanish man of war off Baiquiri, 
and at hig request assisted in calling some 
of his boats from the wrecks nearby. 

‘Then I proceeded to the west and found 
the flagship. with her consorts, lying off 
the Cristobal Colon, which was aground at 
the mouth of a smali stream. Here I re- 
ceived 8 Spanish prisoners, of whom 494 
were enlisted men, and fourteen were offi- 
cers. I also received a guard of twenty-five 
marines and commissioned officers to assist 
in guarding the prisoners. : 

“At ll o'clock p. m. I got under way and 
proceeded to Guantanamo bay, where I ar- 
rived at 7:30 a. m. today. The prisoners 
are now on board this ship waiting your 
orders, and thus far they have given us 
no trouble. y 

‘T desire to adg that during our run to 
westward, while wefning these ships and 
hastening to communicate with the com- 
mander jn ahief, the engines made at times 
eighty-one revolutiong per minute, showing 
a speed in excess of sixteen knots. which 
is in excéss of any that she made while 
in the employ of the Old Dominion Bteam- 
ship Company. I consider it my duty to 
commend to you the efficiency of the engin- 
eer force on this occasion. . 

“Congratulating you upon the complete 
victory won by yourself and “the squadron 
under your command, I am, very respect- 
fully, Cc.

WATER BOILED WITHOUT FIRE. 


University Professor Heats It by Mere- 
ly Stirring with a Paddle. 
From The Indianapolis News. 
It is possible to make a pail of water 
boil .without putting it on the fire and 


| without applying external heat to it in any 


way. In fact, you can make a pail of 
water boil by simply stirring it with @ 
wooden paddle. The feat was recently per- 
formed in the physical laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins university in saltimore, Md., and 
any one may do it with a little troubie and 
perseverance. All you have to do is to 
place the water in a pail—it may be ice 
water, if necessary—and stiz it with a 
wooden paddle. If you keep at it long 
enougia it will certainly boil. Five hours 
of constant and rapid stirfing are suffi- 
cient to perform the feat successfully, The 
water”will after a time grow warm, and 
then it will grow hot—so not, in fact, that 
you cannot hold your hand in it, and finally 
it will boil. Professor Ames, of Johns 
Hopkins university, annually illustrates 
some of the phenomena of heat by having 
one of his students perform the trick in 
front-of his class. It is a <iresome job, 
but it is perfectly feas ble, 

The point which Professor Ames wishes 
to illustrate is what is known as the me- 
‘chanical equivalent of heat. It requires 


just so many foot pounds of work_to devel- 


on a given quantity of heat. By turning 
the paddle in the water at a regular speed 
it is possible to find out just how much 
work is required to raise the temperature 
of water one degree. The best measure- 
ment so far made, and in fact, tne one 
which is accepted as the standard of the 
world, is that which was measured in 
Johns Hopkins college. 
is.developed in almost any sub. 
is subfected to continuous 
‘or very violent action. It is an old trick 
for a blacksmith to forge . without fire. 
Long continued and violent hammering on 
two pieces of wire will heat them to such 
an extent that they can be welded togeth- 
lead bullet, if shot directly at a 
stome wall, will deve’op heat enough by the 
contact to melt and fall to the ground a 
molten metal. There are many other occa-_

‘Badges of Honor for’. 
the Confederate Veterans 


It has been the custom for centuries in 
various countries to reward the men who 
fought for a nation's honor or safety by 
the bestowal of an emblem of honor. The 
English have the Victoria cross, for which 
men have fought, bled and died. This 
cross is a small, insignificant-looking 
bronze ornament, but the men who have 
obtained it would part with life sooner 
than lose it. Many times it is bestowed on 
men who never live to see it pinned on 
their breasts, but when dying, perhaps 
far from home, even on the battlefield, 
they glory in the thought that it will be 
treasured and kept by their families. 

The cross of the legion of honor, of 
France, is a similar decoration. The fed- 
erals who fought in the civil war have a 
decoration of the same order. These deco- 
rations are always bestowed by the gov- 
ernment. The confederate veterans, hav- 
ing no government, have, of course, re- 
ceived no such badge, although their deeds 
of valor rival those of any nation’s de- 
fenders. In the late convocation of United 
Daughters of the Confederacy a member 
suggested that the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy give badges of honor to the 
veterans in memory of the cause for 
which they fought so bravely and well, 
these badges to be smalfMbronze crosses or 
medals which will be a source of pride for 
generations to come to the sons and 
daughters of the veterans. The sugges- 
tion wag received with enthusiasm and de- 
light. 

At the meeting yesterday it was decided 
to leave the matter until the fall meeting, 
when the co-operation of all the chapters 
will be asked to aid in accomplishing this 
beautiful work.

HEAD NOTES GIVEN IN FULL 


Reported by Stevens & Graham, Re- 
porters of Supreme Court of the 
State of Georgia. 


Decisions Rendered Thursday, July 28, 1898. 
CASE 714. 


Rogers et at. -v. Burr, administratrix. Be- 
fore Judge Beck. Pike superior court. 
Little, J.—1. Where a number of persons, 

for the purpose of inciuding others to sub- 
scribe for capital stock in a manufacturing 
company in which all such persons are in- 
terested, executed a joint instrument guar- 
amteeing for three years the payment of an 
annual dividend of eight per cent on such 
Stock to subscribers who would take an 
amount of stock necessary for successful 
Organization, and stipulating that ‘‘if at 
the expiration of said three years the 
holder or holders of said stock desire and 
wish not to carry the same any longer, we 
hereby agree with thirty days’ notice from 
any or all of them, to pay each holder par 
value (fifty dollars)—for each share of stock 
held by them, their heirs and assigns; and 
if sai@ amount of par value is not paid 
promptly we hereby consent that the agree- 
ment and guarantee to pay 8 per cent 
dividend above set forth, shall continue in 
force until the same is fully paid up:" 
Held, that if the makers of such a contract 
were residents of the town in which the 
manufacturing establishment was to be 
located, interested in its growth and dé- 
velopment, and jointly interested as sub- 
secribere in the furtherance of such a com- 
mon undertaking, this was in law consider- 
ation sufficient to support the agreement. 

2. A valid subscription_to the _ capital 
stock of a manufacturing company (unless 
otherwiSe provided in its charter) is not 
required to be in writing. A contract to 
purchase such shares does not come within 
the statute of frauds, the subject of the 
purchase being neither the  ‘‘goods, 
‘“wares,”’ nor ‘merchandise’ contemplated 
by the statute. 

3. Under the terms of such a contract the 
liability of the promissors to purchase and 
pay a given amount for the shares was 
conditional, and did not exist in favor of a 
particular promise, unless within a reason- 
able time after the expiration of the three 
years, thirty days’ notice was given by him 
to the promissors of his election not to 
longer carry the stock. 

4. Notice to one or more joint promissors 
of an election by a promissee to sell his 
stock was not, in such a case, notice to 
the other joint promissors, and this is true 
though one of them as agent for the others 
had procured stock subscriptions under 
the contract. 

(a) Accordingly, a verdict for the value 
of the shares of stock having been return- 
ed in the present case against all of the 
promissors, and the evdence failing to 
show that all of them had the notice re- 
quired to fix lability, euch a verdict was 
unsupported by the evidence and must be 
set aside. 

(b) The guarantee as to the dividends 
was by the contract unconditional and

State Secretary McGill Makes Statement 


Telling of Work. 


MANY CONVERSIONS REPORTED 


Wickedness Runs Riot at Some of the 
Camps, He Says. 


MONEY SENT BY FRIENDS CAUSES IT 


Two Officers Dishonorably Dismissed 
for Misappropriating Funds Sent 
to Soldiers by Friends. 

A Ycung Men's Christian Association 

of Georgia among the soldiers of 
this gtate and other states at the hig 
camps in the south has been made by 


Mr. 8S. Waters McGill, the state secre- 


tary. 

Mr. McGill makes many remarkable 
statements and in a table of statistics it 
is shown that there have been professed 
conversions to the number of 150 among 
the men at Chickamauga who have at- 
tended the services in the Georgia tent. 
‘Chere have been 15,980 letters written fn 
the tent in a month, and there have been 
400 rcquests for prayer. 

A Young Men's Christ’an Association 
tent has. been placed with every Georgia 
regiment except the Trird, and it is ex- 
pected that one will be established there 
as soon us the regiment is all mustered 
in. ‘The scope of the work done by the 
movement is almost uniimited and tents 
have been placed with the troops in Ma- 
nila. and a secretary has been sent to 
Porto Rico wath the army. 

One of the most startling statements 
rade by Mr. McGill is that the Young 
Men's Christian Assoxiation secretaries 
have never seen wickedness run riot as 
in some of the camps at Chickamauga. 
He says that money has been sent to 
the men to squander and wickedness has 
been increaseq by this means. 

He says that friends of the soldiers of- 
ten send the money for the soldiers to the 
Officers of the companrfes, and only a short 
time ago two officers were dismissed for 
having misappropriated these funds. 

The statement made by. Mr, McGill is 
filled with interesting th ngs and is given 
in full as follows: 

“The army Christian commission of the 
Georg'a Young Men's Christlan Associa- 
tions is doing a work for the Georgia vol- 
unteers which our people should know 
more about. 

“The pian of this organization is to 
equip for each regiment a tent which is 
supplied with checkers, chess, dominoes 
and games of a similar character, furnish 
free read.ng matter, organ, pooks, enter- 
tainments, evangelistic services, Bible 
classes, and to conduct a general line of 
religious work. The Georgia state com- 
mittee has been actively engaged in pro- 
moting this work, and now has each one 
of the Georgia regiments fully equipped, 
— an active religious work in ogera- 
tion. 

“The First Georgia regiment, at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga, is in charge of 
Mr. Henry M. Johnson, of Savannah, who 
is doing an unusually strong work. A re- 
cént report from Mr. Johsson has in it the 
following very interesting statistics:: 

“Testaments distrjbutéd, 45; song books, 
150; religious books giveh away, 400; tracts 
Riven away, 1,000; letters written by the 
soldiers, 15,080; attendance at gospel meét- 
ings, 2,695; atterdance at social concerts, 
3,304; attendance at evening prayers, 2,920; 
requests for prayer, 400; professed conver- 
sions, 150. 

“The Second Georgia regiment, at Tam- 
pa, is in charge of Mr. C. P. Younts, of 
Athens, and is provided with a full equip- 
ment. We have as yet had no défin te re- 
ports of the work at this point, except to 
know that a good work is under way. 

“The Third Georgia regiment, at Griffin, 
is as yet unprovided for. We hope, how- 
ever, to be able to do something for the 
men at this point at an early date. 

“The regiment of immunes, now in camp 
at Macon, is being ag well cared for as 
the present means will allow. Correspond- 
ence facilities, reading matter and religious 
work are proving to be a great help tv 
the men and a good werk is being done. 

“At Fort McPherson we have a Young 
Men’s Christian Association tent, in charge 
of Mr. E. W. Sheffield. Religious services 
are being held by the chaplain every even- 
ing with an attendance of frem 220 to 1.200; 
10,050 letters were written by the soldiers 
in the tent in one week; fifty-five men nave 
—* to accept Christ as a persunal Sa- 
vior. 

“In addition to the work which is being 
done for the Georgia men, we give you a 
few brief statements of facts concerning 
the work of the army Christian commis- 
sion, of which the Georgia state committee 
is a part: 

“Two hundred and eighty thousand sol- 
diers in some ninety brigades are in the 
field. To meet their needs a Young Men's 
Christian Association with a secretary in 
charge is needed in each brigade. 

“We have distributed thousands of reli- 
gious and secular papers—10,000 testaments 
at Tampa alone, as well as many more at 
the other camps—books, tracts and reading 
matter in almost unlimited quantities. 

‘The chaplains use our tents for their ser- 
vices, our secretarieS co-operating . with 
them fully. We also provide special evan- 
gelists to conduct religious services, among 
whom have been Rey. A. C. Dixon. Gener- 
al O. O. Howard, Major D. W. Whittle and 
the Rev. R. A. Torrey. 

“We have at Chickamauga .at this writ- 
ing twenty-three tents and fifty-five secre- 
taries; at camp Alger, twelve tents and 
twenty-four secretaries; at Jacksonville, 
five tents and seven secretaries; at Tampa, 
six tents and eleven secretaries. Two tents 
with secretaries have gone to Manila and 
es to Cuba, while two are ready for Porto 

ico. 

“The enemies of the soldiers which we 
are trying to overcome are the saloons, 
gambling dens, brothels and evil compan- 
ionship. 

“We have never seen wickedness run riot 
as it does in some of these camps. On the 
other hand, we are rejoiced to see that 
never were men so serious and anxious to 
heed the gospel message. Hundreds of gol- 
d.ers have accepted Christ as their person- 
al Savior itn each of the national camps. 
Scores of Christian men in camp have 
come out and made a positive stand for the 
Lord. Definite Bible study and active per- 
sonal work are being undertaken on every 
hand. The character and the morality of 
whole companies have been changed, as 
testified to by the officers and the men. We 
have never seen work as much appreciated, 
or more practical in its methods. 

“Allow us to suggest a matter to the peo- 
ple of your community as to how they may 
best benefit the boys at the front. Many 
plans have been jnaugurated for the good

unwise. . 

‘‘Probably. the most unwise of all is the 
sending of money to the camps direct. In 
many cases money has been sent to pri- 
vates, who have misused it, and in some 
instances it has been sent to officers who 
have neither time nor inclination to look 
after the distribution of the funds. We had 
in this camp a few days ago the disagreea- 
ble spectacle of seeing two officers dis- 
honorably discharged because of the mis- 
appropriation of funds. One young man 
boasted that he had received and spent 
$300 in one month which had been sent to 
him by friends. Others had received and 
equandered like amounts. 

“The officers of some of our regiments 
have expressed their disapproval of the 
sending of money, supplies or packages to 
the men in the ranks. The only way to 
benefit the volunteers is to have an offi- 
cial representative on the ground to look 
after this specific work. This we have in 
the Young Men's Christian Association sec- 
retary, who is recognized by the govern- 
ment as being with the regiment to do 
Christian wo omens the men.
